General Passenger Agents Are 
for Concessions. 


DEMANDED BY THE PEOPLE. 


Uniform Tariff for the Whole Country

By common consent General Passenger 


Agents representing nearly all the roads in 
the United States and Canada decided at a 
mass-meeting at the Auditorium yesterday 
that passenger rates during the World’s Fair 
must be reduced to less than the regular rates 
now in force. No definite figures were fixed, 
but the General Passenger Agents will go 
back to their respective associations with the 
idea firmly fixed in mind that the exigencies 
of the Fair and public opinion demand that 
some radical cuncessions be made. 

From the forenoon speeches made by rep- 
resentatives from all parte of the railway 
world the fact became apparent that no uni- 
form rate could be fixed that would suit all 
sections of the country. The afternoon session 
was running on in the same line till the ques- 
tion of Sunday closing came up. This was the 
signal for the upheaval of a rhetorical Vesu- 
vius. P. S. Eustis of the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy was against Sunday opening, and

Chariton Wouldn’t Concede Much.

WHERE OHIOAGO’S SUPPLY OF NAT- 
URAL GAS I8 SECURED. 


An Area of 7,500,000 Acres in Southern 
Indiana Furnishes the New Fuel for 
the City and Also for Nine Towus in 
the Hoosier State—Pamping Works 
Erected by the Economic Company to 
Reinforce the Rock Pressure—Demand 
Alleged to Be Greater Than the Supply. 

The name of the first householder in Chica- 
go to cook a meal by natural gas, supplied by 
the Economic Gas company, will not go down 
to fame, uniess President Judson succeeds in 
picking out that particular name from a large 
list of others. Within the space of a few 
hours gas was turned into a large number of 
houses for culinary purposes. No note was 
taken of the consumer which received it first. 

But the man who was first to apply gas to the 

heating apparatus of his residence was record- 

ed yesterday. He is a prominent banker who 
lives on Prairie avenue. 

“About 1,000 consumers are receiving the 
gas,’’ said President Judson yesterday, “and 
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Power House . 


we are turning on fifty connections a day. In 
a day or two we bope to make double the 
number. We could . work much faster if we 
could secure all the skilled labor needed. 
Skilled labor is scarce. A great many people 
are waiting for the piping in their houses to 
be completed. Wecan set meters and turn 
on the gas faster than houses can be got 
ready for it by the gas-fitters.”’ 

At the company’s offices it is said that ap- 
plications for the gas are increasing daily. 
One of the officers said there was nota doubt 
that all the gas they could supply at present 
would be insufficient for the demand. 

Restaurants Find It Convenient. 

“A number of restaurants in the down- 
town district have commenced to use it as 
well as people engaged in light manufactur. 


ing. The majority of our consumers, how- 


ever, will eventually be private families. The 
gas will go into their kitchens first, but a 
large number will undoubtedly buy it for 
heating purposes.”’ 

The natural gas belt of Indiana from which 
is taken the gas supplied by the Esonomic 
company extends from Marion on the north 
to the Ohio River on the South, from Indian- 
apolis on the west to Richmond on the east. 
It has the shape of an ellipse with a maximum 
length of 175 miles, a breadth of seventy miles, 
and a total area of 7,500,000 acres. 

Natural gas has been used in the 1mmediate 
vicinity of the belt for ten years, but it is 
only within the last three years that any at- 
tempt has been made to develop its resources 
and there are now over one thousand wells 
supplying gas to various Indiana cities 
Fifteen companies are operating wells in the 
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gas region. The cities of Muncie, Marion, 
Fort Weyne, Anderson, Lafayette, Kokomo, 
Shelbyviile, Richmond, and Indianapolis are 
all supplied trom this field. 

The natural gas of Indiana differs from that 
of Pennsylvania in that it has a pronounced 
odor. This renders it possible to detect the 
presence of escaping gas, and in that respect 
reduces the danger of accidents and explosions

Getting the Fuel to Chicago. 

The gas is sent from Greentown, Ind., to 
Chicago through two eight-inch wrought iron 
pipes. This is the main line, and with it all 
the wells are connected at this point. The 
rock pressure at the wells equals 320 pounds. 
This is of course very largely. reduced by the 
friction of the pipes in the long journey. The 
company’s experts say this natural pressure is 
sufficient for all purposes’at present. A large 
pumping station, howevet, has been erected 
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at Greentown, the capacity of which, the 
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officials say, is sufficient to supply any pres- 
sure needed if the rock pressure shall become 
insufficient. The station consists of three 
buildings. The plant includes a battery of 
ten boilers whose united capacity is 10,000 
horse-power. The pumps, it is stated, are 
able to maintain a pressure of 1,500 pounds. 
The law of Indiana, however, fixes 300 pounds 
as the maximum. A handsome office of brick 
and stone with interior finish of hard wood is 
attached to the pumping station, and near it 
the company has erected a dozen cottages for

The Gas- 
light and Coke company’s main supplied the 
district down-town between State street and 
Wabash avenue, and when that company’s 
customers came to light the gas they saw 
nothing but the sickly blue figme of natural 
gas. Many of them were alarmed and hastily 
turned it off, buat all complained to the yas 
office. It took the officials of the company 
several hours to discover and remedy the dif- 
ficulty.

How the Gas Is Used. 

To accomplish this purpose an attachment 
called a “ mixer” is used. This mixer 1s sim- 
ply a piece of perforated cast-iron encircling 
the pipe just at the entrance of the furnace 
and through which air is drawn and mixed with 
the gas. The proportion is about nine parts of 
air to one of gas. The combustion of this mix- 
ture produces a peculiar bluish flame.

By the aid 
of the * Welsbach” burner, which is con. 
structed ‘n such a way as to modify its char- 
acteristic biuish flame, natural gasis used 
as an illuminator.

THE WHISKY TRUST. 


He Aims Directly at the Rebate System, 
by Which the ‘Combination Holds Its 
Trade, in a Suit to Collect $200 Upon 
Vouchers Whose Redemption, He Al- 
leges, Was Denied—Nelson Morris, the 
Respondent, Says the Point Has Al- 
ready Been Decided. 

A test case against the Distillers’ and Cattle 
Feeding company, the whisky trust, which in 
its ultimate decision will involve a large 
amount of money, was in . Justice 
Prindiville’s court yesterday by William New- 
berger. A summons was sent to Nelson 
Morris, who is a director of the trust. The 
case is brought upon the rebate question and 
will be heard at 11 a. m. Saturday. 

Wilham Newberger’s name does not appear 
in the Chicago directory. Moses Salomon 1s 
his attorney. Newberger sues to recover $200 
which, it is claimed, the trust refyged to pay 
upon presentation of rebate-certificates for 
that amount. 

“One of the regulations of the whisky 


ing, “is that its goods are sold at an advance 
of 5 cents above the actual market price and 
rebate vuuchers for the excess are issued. 
The trust agrees to pay these vouchers six 
months after they are issued, provided the 
holder buys all his goods from the trust. In 
this case it may be inferred that my 
client has not bought all his goods from 
the whisky trust, and that therefore the trust 
refuses to allow the rebate vouchers he holds. 
The suit may be called a test case, for, if the 
court rules that the claim is good, 
every other holder of these rebate 
vouchers may make the same claim. The 
intention of the trdst isto compel customers to 
buy their goods exclusively of it, and it holds 
back this rebate in order to enforce its de- 
mands. We expect to win our case of course. 
It is set for 11 o’clock Saturday, but, if we 
shouldn’t get a favorable decision in the Jus- 
tice’s Court we will take it higher. 

“I do not care to give the business number 
of my client. That is irrelevant anyway. He 
holds about $200 worth of these rebate vouch- 
ers. Some dealers probably have thousands 
and hundreds of thousands of dollars in these 
rebate vouchers, and they are compelied by 
the rules of the trust to buy trust g2o0ds or 
forfeit the value of the vouchers.”’ 

Newberger Buys Up Certificates. 

It is understood that Newberger has non- 
trust goods to sell, and that when his agents 
started out to find buyers they discovered that 
meny of them had trust certificates ranging 
from $25 to $3,000. The buyers were reluctant 
to violate their agreement for obvious reasons, 
and Newberger determined to go in for a 


fight for his anti-trust distilleries. He 
proceeded to buy up rebate vouch- 
ers on which to base a test case 


against the combine, Having secured these a 
demand was made on the Distillers’ ana Cattie- 
Feeding company when tke certificates be- 
came due, but payment, it is said, was re- 
fused, 

Henry Hyams, one of Newberger’s repre- 
sentatives, said: 

“The point at issue is: Does the Distillers’ 
and Cattle Feeding company owe for these 
certificates? If it does it must pay the money 
to us as well as it would to our customer. The 
case resembles closely the one which was de- 
cided in Mrs. Maybrick’s favor against an En- 
glish insurance company. The insurancecom- 
pany claimed that as Mrs. Maybrick was con- 
victed of poisoning her husband she was not en- 
titled to the henefits of the insurangg, al- 
though~ the policy was drawn in her favor. 
The English courts held that the ineyrance 
eompany could not withhold anything which 
it promises to pay, and in that case Mrs. May- 
brick’s heirs and assignees were entitled to 
the money. I also believe that the manner in 
which the ‘trust’ conducts its business is a 
restriction upon trade.”’ 

Nelson Morris Talks. 

Nelson Morris said at his residence last night 
that he knew nothing of the case, but thought 
it would not be decided against the Distillers’ 
and Cattle Feeding company. 

“* My confidential clerk telephoned me this 

morning that I was summoned to appear in a 
case against the Distillers’ and Cattle Feed'ng 
company,” Mr. Morris continued. ‘“ He said 
the amount involved was $200. I told him to 
inform Mr. Runnels, our attorney, of it and 
paid no more attention to it, as I supposed it 
was some trifling matter. This may have 
been ascheme to obtain a snap judgment. 
This case, however, was decided in the East 
last summer. Three of the Eastern Judges 
held that a consumer could not collect the 
cash value of the certificates if he violated the 
agreement, which states expressly that if he 
buys goods elsewhere he forfeite his right of 
redem ption.”’ 
Newberger, in all probability, is a customer 
of Joseph Wolf, No. 88 East Madisen street, 
and the first suit is started in Newberger’s 
name in order to recover the amount claimed. 
If he does recover a precedent will be estab- 
lished and Wolf will be given an opportunity 
to collect $20,000 worth of certificates which 
it is said he holds. :

He Says He Sold the Star and Crescent Dis- 
tilleries to the Whisky Trust. 
Joseph Wolf, No. 83 East Madison street, 
instituted a suit in the Superior Court yester- 
day against the Star Distilling company and 
the Crescent Distilling company of Pekin, DL 
to recover $100,000 for commissions for 
having negotiated the sale of their plants 
to Sam Woolner of Peorna. Wvolner is a 
prominent stuckholder in the whisky trust. 
Wolf says that the deal was consummated last 
Friday. When he applied for the commission 
his claim, he alleges, was denied by the owners 

of the two distilleries. 

Doolittle, Palmer & Toliman and Moses 
Salomon are the attorneys. 

“The case,’”’ said Attorney Moses Salomon, 
“ig just this: Wolfisa broker and is inter- 
ested in making large deals, for which 
he gets good commissions. Some weeks 
ago he began negotiations with che 
whisky trust for the purchase of 
the Star and Crescent distilleries. The other 
day his efforts culminated in a sale to the 
trust of the concerns. When Wolf came to 
ask for his commission of $100,000 it was 
flatly refused. Thie refusal was based on the 
fact that when Wolf’s negotiations were pend- 
ing Henry Herkerts, owner of the distilleries, 
stepped in and made the sale direct.” 

Mr. Wolf says in regard to the matter that 
Herkerts toid him ear!y in September that he 
wanted to sell out and asked him what he 
thought he could do in the matter. The con- 
versation, he says, led to an offer of $100,000 
commission, provided he could negotiate a 


sale on aceeptable terms. If one distillery 
should be sold $50,000 was to be the commis- 
sion. Acting on this contract Wolf says he 


began negotiations with Samuel Woolner of 


Peoria in the latter part of September.

All but Sutherland and Costello were killed 
instantly. A. M. Lyons, mail agent, was hurt, 
' but not seriously. 
. The passenger train, which was due here at 
5 o’clock and at Omaha at 10:40, was nearly 
one hour and a half late, and striking the 
grade west of. Aida Engineer McDonaid of 
the passenger train, determining to make up 
some of the time, pulled the throttle open. 
The freight engine had been doing consider- 
able switching on the siding.. After the work 
, bad been cotpleted the engine was compara- 
tively dead at the head of the siding. The 
morning was foggy, and unmindful of danger 
and resting secure in the thought that the 
switch was properly placed the engineer and 
fireman of the extra waited for the passenger 
train to rush by, but the switch had not been 
closed and the passenger train brought death 
to four men and badly wounded three others. 
No passengers were injured. Both engines 
are total wrecks, while the mail and baggage 
cars are badly damaged. Inside of half an 
hour a relief train from Grand Island was on 
the scene with physicians to look after the 
wounded, and all passengers and baggage were 
transferred from the wreck to the relief train, 
which reached Omaha this afternoon at 3

“SOONERS” IN A FIGHT AT MARQUETTE 


Alice Salter Is the First to File on Land 
When the Office Is Open. 

Marquette, Mich., Nov, 22.—[Special. ]— 
A free-for-ali fight for the positions nearest 
the door served to warm up the freezing filers 
in front of the east entrance to the govern- 
ment building at 4 £o’clock this 
morning. The police were powerless 
to do much, but captured ‘Oklahoma 
Joe,” who stands seven feet in his stockings, 
and ran him into the police station with sev- 
eral other professional land sharks from the 
West, whom they charged with fomenting 
the discord in order to secure better positions. 

At 7:30 o’clock the doors were opened and 
the ** Sooners,’’ who had held the steps in ad- 
vance of the organized line in defiance of the 
orders issued by the officers, made a rush into 
the building. Plucky Alice Salter, who had 


held tne head of the line for forty- 
one hours, wasn’t to be left in on 
the way. She had tried to shame the 


mob into giving her her rights and failing .* 
that had pressed near enoughto the door s. 
that when it swung open suddenly she made a 
dart forward and reached a place near the 
head again when, supported by a strong-armed 
friend, she was borne up the wide staircase by 
the crush to a place near enough the

o’clock. Once inside her troubles were at an 
end, for the officers received her filing trst.

One man staid 
in line over thirty-six hours only to find that 
his piece was straight government land and 
that he could have walked in at any time and 
filed on it. The action of the local police is 
denounced. Chief Maioney, after keeping 
the steps clear for two days on purpor 
orders from the officers of the land 
office (who now deny giving any such orders), 
permitted a gang of young men about town 
with whom he 1s charged with being friendly to 
take possession of the steps and platform 
early last night, shutting off the line of nen 
and women who had patiently clung to their 
places since Sunday afternoon.

“GEN.” NEFF, HORSE THIEF, CAUGHT. 


His Record in Illinois Is Over 200 Animals 
Stolen—Farmers Want to See Him. . 

Str. Louis, Mo., Nov. 22—[Special.]— 
““Gen.’”’ Neff, the notorious Illinois horse- 
thief, who has for thirty years dealt exclusive- 
ly and promiscuously in horse flesh without 
capital, or honestly acquired trading stock, is 
again behind the bars, and will no doubt 
be sent back to Chester. Ho was 
arrested here yesterday while collecting a bili 
for live stock stolen a few days ago. A de- 
tective jumped into the buggy with him, and 
a desperate battle ensued before he was over- 
powered. At headquarters he was recognized 
by Chief Harrigan as the most notorious 
horse thief ever known in Southern Iili- 
nois. A number of farmers from Ilii- 
nois visited Chief Harrigan today and told 
him they had come to get “ Gen.’’ Neff, as 
they thought they could give him a bigger 
dose of justice out in the country than he 
would get in St. Louis. Chief Harrigan 
readily consented, but Neff said he would not 
go without requisition papers, as he was 
afraid he would be lynched. Neff is charged 
with stealing horses from Jeremiah Bennett, 
a Lebanon farmer. ‘*Gen.”’ Neff is well 
known in St. Louis county, and at one time 
was. behind the bars of the old jail at Clayton 
for stealing horses. The fall of 1880 he stole 
ahorse from James Gorley of Hortonville, 
and was arrested by Robert Schneiko, then 
Sheriff. When arrested he said his name was 
Bernstein and he was taken to the old jail 
in Clayton and locked up to _ await 
trial. e feigned insanity and _ enlisted 
the sympathy of many who heard his 
crying and yelling. While the jail guard was 
absent he removed the iron bars from the win- 
dow in the jail and escaped, and was not heard 
of again by the county officials until yester- 
day. It is said Neff in his day has stolen and 
marketed 200 horses. 


MILITARY COURT AT FORT ROBINSON. 


Capt. Hutton, Eighth Infantry, to Be Tried 
for Insubordination. 

Fort Ropinson, Neb., Nov. 22.—[Special. | 
—The court-martial to try Capt. Hutton for 
insubordination convened today. The trou- 
bie that resulted in the calling of the court- 
martial arose over a game of billiards be- 
tween the Captain and Post-Trader Paddock. 
In the course of a game Hutton, who had 
been to Omaha on a visit, remarked that he 
had learned something about a woman friend 
of Paddock’s in that city. “his angered Pad- 
dock, who called the Captain a vile name, 
and was promptly knocked down by Hutton. 
The officer of the day learned of 
the case and told Hutton to consider 
himself under arrest. Hutton made a dis- 
respectful reply. The facts were reported to 
the Adjutant, who called upon Hutton and de- 
manded his sword. Hutton replied that he 
had paid his good money for his sword; that 
it was his own private property, and that 
the Adjatant might go along with the officer 
of the day. The Adjutant repeated his de- 
mand and Hutton offered him the naked 
sword but refused to give up the belt and 
scabbard. Matters were becoming desperate 
and Hutton finally surrendered his sword and 
was placed under arrest. Capt. Hutton has 
been in the service for twenty years and this 
is the first time he has had trouble with his 
superior officers.

QUICK WORK OF FIRE. 


LARGE FAOTORY AT MILWAUKEE 
BURNED AND ONE MAN KILLED, 


Fifteen Minutes After the Flames Are Dis- 
covered the Wallis Fall, Burying Four 
Firemen—Kapen Bros, of Chicago Lose 
$10,000 by the Fire—The Milwaukee 
Bedding Company’s Stock Is Damaged 
$5,000—Factory Hands, Unable to Reach 
the Stairs, Jump from Windows. 

Mitwavuxker, Wis., Nov. 22.—[Special.]— 

One man was killed and five others, four of 

them firemen, injured through a fire which 

thisafternoon destroyed the large factory, 

Nos. 217 to 225 Sixth street, occupied by 

Kapen Bros. of Chicago as 8 branch upholster- 

ing establishment and by the Milwaukee Beda- 

ding company. The dead man is George N. 

Frence, foreman of the polishing department 

in Kapen Bros.’ shop. He was 30 years of age 

and leaves a widow and four children.

The body of France was found in the ruins 
tonight. It was not known that he was miss- 
ing.

Finding all escape cut 
off by the dense smoke and flames he jumped 
from a window to the sidewalk, where he lay 
helpless until the firemen arrived. The fire- 
men who were injured were buried beneath a 
failing wall, 

The fire broke out about 4:30 o’clock and 
within a few moments the entire interior of 
the building, which was but a big frame shell 
four stories high, was in flames. Many of the 
employés, unable to reach the doors, jumped 
through the windows. When the first fire 


company reached the scene the 
flames had obroken out through the 
roof and volumes of dense smoke 


completely enveloped the building. A third 
alarm was immediately sent in and until the 
arrival of other companies the firemen worked 
to prevent the spread of the fire, throwing 
streams onto the roofs of buildings for a block 
around, The firemen who were injured were 
working in an alley south of the factory when 
the wall fell on them, fifteen minutes after 
the fire started. Within half an hour all four 
walls were down, the building and contents 
being a total loss. : 

Kapen Bros,’ loss is about $10,000, with 
$5,000 insurance. The Milwaukee Hedding 
company’s loss is about $5,000, which is par- 
tially covered by insurance. The building 
was owned and until recently oecupied by the 
Carpeles Trunk company. It was insured for 
$5,000. The origin of the fire is unknuwn., 
Many people believe that an incendiary must 
have started some of the big fires here of late. 


ANOTHER MILWAUKEEAN’S SUICIDE, 


Leonard T. Smith Squandered a Fortune 
Before He Killed Himself. 

Mitwavuxer, Wis., Nov. 22.—PSpecial.}]— 
At the age of 24 years Leonard T. Smith had 
squandered a fortune of $60,000 and then 
killed himself. His bod y was found this aft- 
ernoon on a bed in his room at No. 144 Eighth 
street. In the same room were a case of cham- 
pagne and other evidences of the dissipated 
life the young man had been lead ing. 
Smith boarded, together with his 
mother and sister, at Capt. Merriman’s 
a fashionable boarding-house on Eighth 
street. He was last seen alive there Saturday, 
and from the eondition of the body when 
found this afternoon -it is supposed that he 
shot himself Saturday night. In his right 
hand was a revolver. Hehad tired the shot into 
his mouth. He was ason of Tully H. Smith, 
who mysteriously disappeared from Milwau- 
kee eight years ago, his body being found 
some weeks later buried near New Orleans, 
where he had shot himself. Mr. Smith 
left an estate of about $200,000, of which 
$60,000 went to his only son, Leonard T. 
After securing control of his fortune the 
young man led a fast life, and it is repo 
that he recently spent.$10,000 in one ~ week. 
He was a grandson of D. B. Smith, who is one 
of the pioneer residents .of Milwaukee. 

Capt. Conrad Keck, a veteran of the Prus- 
sian army and also of the Army of the North 
in the War of the Rebellion, shot him- 
self this afternoon at 
House. However, he used a 
cartridge, which only produced a flesh wound, 
some gun store employé having surmised the 
intention of the old man and filled his re- 
volver with blank instead of loaded cartridges, 
as he had asked for. He is a sufferer from 
asthma and unable to sleep. Last night he 
‘walked the floor of the hotel lobby all night. 
Expecting no relief he had determined to 
end his misery. Capt. Keck recently came 
here from the East and was await:ng admis- 
sion to the National. Veterans’ Home here. 


MESSENGER BAGLEY INDICTED. 


It Is Said He Will Plead Guilty to a 

Charge of Larceny by Embezzlement, 

Davenport, fa., Nov. 22.—/Special.]— 
George T. Bugley, the United States Express 
messenger who jumped from the train here 
last Friday morning with two packages of 
money amounting to $100,000, which he 
‘planted’ and afterwards returned to the 
company, occupies a cell in the county jail. 
He came from Chicago with an officer early 
this morning and was placed in the police 
station until 11 o’clock, when he was taken to 
the court-house. The grand jury happening to 
be in session Bagley’s case was presented to 
that body and an _ indictment returned 
in short order. He was arraigned, but 
through his attorney asked time _ to 
plead, which was granted.

The young man lives 
on a farm three miles from the city. He is 
attorney and business manager for his father, 
and at the close of theday returns to his home 
on horseback via a private road. As he was 
nearing his home a hidden assassin suddenly 
arose and with a club dealt Mr. Latham a 
blow across the forehead and fled. The victim 
clutched the pommel of his saddle and held on 
while the horse earried him to the barn on the 
premises. He was cut in seyeral places and 
covered with blood. He was placed in bed 
and asurgeon summoned, who pronounces 
Mr. Latham severely injured, About the 
time the assault was committed the barn on 
the premises was entered and a fine trotting 
colt was cut loose for the evident purpose of 
creating a stampede in the building to attract 
attention, and, upon Mr. Latham’s appearance 
to discover the cause, to slay him if possible, 
But the plan miscarried by the arrival of the 
intended victim earlier than usual. A dis- 
charged employé who threatened violence is 
suspected, and his whereabouts are being 
closely investigated.

FOR OUR NEW NAVY. 


GOMMODORE FOLGER REPORTS THE 
PROGRESS IN ARMAMENT. 


Wonderful Results Obtained by Applying 
Rapid Fire to Four and Five Inch Guns 
—A New Nickel-Plate That Promises to 
Work a Revolution in Construction— 
Number of Guns Needed for the Boats 
Authorized by Congress—Manufacture 
of Smokeless Powder. . 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Nov. 22.—Commodore 
Foiger, Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, in 
his report to the Secretary of the Navy asks 
for appropriations aggregating $2,459,324 for 
the expenses of his bureau next year, but the 
request appears to be moderate in view of the 
achievements of the present year and the 
promises for the future. The report summar- 
ized is as follows: 

To arm the vessels of the new navy 381 guns, 
varying in caliber from four inches to thirteen 
inches, will be required, and of these 237 
have already been completed and 116 are afloat. 
The bureau is now re a nickel steel gun on 
new designs invented by William Sellers which 
will doubtless inaugurate the entire use of nickel 
steel for naval gun construction. Rapid fire 
mechanism as applied to tive-inch guns has 
enabled five shots to be from one 
gun in nine seconds, but the result of the applica- 
tion of this mechanism to the four-inch gun has 


made it possible to tire five shots in fourteen sec- 
onds. Improvements are noted in the quality of 


domestic brown powder supplied during 
the ear, and it is stated that 
the ureau has taken steps to es 


tablish the manufacture of brown powder 
on the Pacific coast. Marked p was made 
‘in the development of the navy smokeless powder 
during the year. Itis superiorin a marked de 

ee to the best European smokeless powders. 
Fes ts with the high explosive, emmensite, have 
been made witb great success and shells filled 
with this material have been fired at the high 
velocity of 2,000 feet per second from rifled 
ques and exploded upon impact with the water at 

,000 yards range. 

The department states that it is appreciated 
that a decided revolution in the character of the 
armament vessels of war is imminent. The 
batterics of naval vessels will composed of 
two classes of guns; the first, as at present. of 
great length and power, and the second shorter 

uns of large bore and firing projectiles contain- 
ne charges of powerful high explosives, 


Armor-Piercing Projectiles. 


The report speaks in terms of praise of the de- 
velopments in this country of the manufacture of 
armor-piercing projectiles, and says that in a 
test recently made at Indian Head of eight-inch 
shells, two of the celebrated German Holtzer, 
two of the Carpenter, andStwo of the Stirling 
product, the Carpenter shells were clearly equai 
toif not superior to the best of the Holtzer manu- 
facture thus far delivered in this country. 
The mounts forthe heavy ten-inch of the 
monitor Miantonomah, now at; New York, have 
been found to be unsatisfactory because of re- 
cént developments in carriage construction 
which has placed them in the background. 

Reference is made in the report to the adoption 
by the army of the new magazine gun, and while 
doubt is expressed of its complete fitness for 
naval uses it is recommended that a provisional 
supply be procured from the army ordnance de- 
partment to arm the sailors. 

The deliveries of automobile torpedoes under 
coutract is said to have been delayed by the difli- 
culty experienced in securing suitable flasks, but 
these have at last been obtained from domestic 
steel companies, and a number of Howell, White- 
head, and other torpedoes are expected to be 
presented for testing at’an early date. 

Commodor Folger speaks approvingly of the 
submarine boat now a subject of experiments at 
Chicago. He says that while full success has not 
been attained the invention is promising and he 
suggests the combination with it in effective 
warfare of a controllable floating torpedo of 
asubmarine gun, The tests of the Ericsson sub- 
marine gun and projectile aresaid to have dem- 
onstrated that a fairly accurate range of at least 
600 feet could be obtained, but the projectiles 
were too weak, and the test will be resumed with 
newer and stronger ones. 


Work on Armor Piafe. 


The labor troubles at Homestead put a tempo- 
rary op te the armor manufactured by Car- 
negie, P 1ipps & Co., but work has again begun, 
| and it is hoped that in a short time the total 
armor product of both companies will reach 600 
or 700 tons of finished plates per month. Orders 
for armor to the fuil amount of both 
companies have been placed, and _ there 

i about 7,000 tons still needed for 
ships aut orized by law the department 
is preparing to advertise for bids for this quanti- 
ty of armor, to be of nickel steel and to be treated 
by the Harvey process at the discretion of the de- 
partment. 

Touching the developments of armor in this 
country the report describes the test last July gf 
two Harveyized ten-inch nickel steel plates. Sa 
one of these five eight-inch Holtzer shells were 
smashed without injuring the plate. The test 
was more severe than any ever before made. 

The Ordnanc.: Bureau has succeeded in making 
an alloy of stsel with 25 per cent of nickel that 
possesses all of the best qualities and strength of 
steel with high elasticity distributed throughout 
the mass of metal, and, best of all, practically 
non-corrodible in the air and almost soin water. 


Believes in an Income Tax. 


Represantative Scott Wike of Illinois says that 
if Congress at this session passes a revenue bill 
that would increase the receipts from imports to 
meet the deticiency in the Treasury there will be 
no need of an extra session. ‘I would pass an 
income tax bill,” he said. “I had such a bill in 
the last House. My idea would practically ex- 
empt the masses, as [ would not tax incomes be- 
low $5,000. The objection is that it is inquisito- 
rial, but to me it seems not more so than the or- 
dinary State tax.”’ 

Issuance of New Bonds. 


Discussion of a proposition to issue new gov- 
ernment bonds to make ap for a deficiency in the 
revenues of the government excites considerable 
interest and is met with disfavor in many direc- 
tions. Mr. Cable of Illinois and other Democrats 
whno favor an extra session believe that bonds 
should be issued at once in order that the respon- 
sibility for the condition making this move neces- 
sary might be put upon the outgoing administra- 
tion. Secretary Charles Foster does not think a 
new issue will be authorizea. 


Violated Internal Revenue Laws. 

W. E. Ser-Vis. the maker and seller of the soda 
fountain beverage known as “the pilgrim,” was 
convicted of violating the internal revenue law 
and fined $25 and costs in the United States Dis- 
trict Court yesterday.

JOSEPH MEDILL SUFFERS LOSS BY FIRE. 


His Winter Residence at Altadena, Cal., 
Burned—Little Is Saved. 

Los Ancetzs, Cal., Nov. 22.—[Special. ]— 
The residence of Joseph Medill, editor of 
Tue Cuicaco Trispung, at Altadena, about 
two miles north of Pasadena and twelve miles 
from this city, was destroyed by fire this 
morning. Shortly after midnight Mrs. Me- 
dill, who was suffering from neuralgia, discov- 
ered the fire. She aroused Mr. Medill, whose 
first thought was of the safety of the servants, 
who slept on che north side of the house, and 
whose mode of exit was on the east side, 
where the fire started. The occupants of the 
house, Mr. and Mrs. Medill, their niece Mrs. 
Patrick, and four servants, all escaped, but 
not completely clothed. There was only one 
line of hose on the premises and a lhght pres- 
sure of water. The fire could not be con- 
trolled. Work was directed towards saving 
some of the contents of the house. Little, 
however, was accomplished. The flames 
spread rapidly. There was time only to rescue 
a few articles, which included some valuable 
works and some of Mr. Medill’s private pa- 
pers. The house was reduced to ashes in an 
hour. Mr. Medill’s theory of the: origin of 
the fire is that it was caused by hot ashes 
placed in a box near the kitchen door by one 
of the servants Monday evening. 

The house was built during boom days by 
Bayard T. Smith at acost of about $33,000. 
Just prior to Mr. Mediil’s return from Chi- 
cago last week acarload of new furniture 
reached here, all of which was placed in the 
house and was destroyed, with the exception 
of some paintings, which had not been un- 
packed and which were stored in the stable. 
The total insurance on the house and contents 
amounted to $24,400, divided as follows: 

Springfield, $1,500 on house and $2,400 on con- 
tents ; estchester, $2,500 on house and $2,000 on 
contents: Royal, $4,000 on house; Fire Association 
of Philadelphia, $3,000 on house; Continental, 
$4,000 on house. 

Mr. Medill and his family were comforta- 
bly quartered for the remainder of the night 
at the home of A. C. Armstrong, which is lo- 
cated near by. Prof. T. S. C. Lowe and wife 
have tendered Mr. Medill and family ample 
quarters in their home on Orange Grove av- 
enue for as long as they may chvose to stay. 
Mr. Medill accepts the result philosophically. 
‘*The fire deprives me of a year’s comfort,” 
was the way he summed up the affair. He 
will rebuild immediately on the same site. It 
is probable the Gov. Markam property on 
South Marengo avenue, known as the Webster 
place’ wili be chosen by Mr. Medill for his 
temporary residence. 


COMPLAINTS OF THE NEWSBOYS’ HOME. 


Charges Made by Neighbors to Be Investi- 
gated—Matron Bowman's Statement. 

Chief McClaughry has ordered an in vestiga- 
tion of the Newsboys’ Home, No. 1418 Wabash 
avenue. Complaints have been made that the 
home has grown to be a resort for thugs and 
thieves. A petition asking its removal from 
the neighborhvod was presented the City 
Council Monday night. The home owns and 
occupies the four-story brick building at the 
foregoing number, which reaches through to 
the alley. f 

Mrs. Eliza W. Bowman. matron of the 
home, said last night: “I do not believe 
there is much foundation for those charges. 
‘The complaint against the home was not 
signed by any of the property-owners of tne 
neighborhood with whom we are acquainted. 
The home has acapacity of eighty. There 
are sixty-five boys now here. There are none 
here who have not been newsboys or boot- 
blacks. When a _ boy leaves these lines of 
work it is difficult for him to getajob. We 
give those overgrown boysahome. That ex- 
plains the charge of men being guests bere, 
Astothis being a resort for thieves, that is 
untrue.”’ 

Fifteen cents for lodging, supper, and break- 
fast is charged each boy able to payit. If 
they have not the cash they are kept anyhow.

Rand; Vice-President, W. K. Ackerman; 
Treasurer, H. N..Higinbotham; Secretary, 
James Frake; Auditor, E. P. Bailey; Matron, 
Eliza W. Bowman.

MR. OLEVELAND SIOK AND TIRED OF 
IMPORTUNING POLITIOIANS. 


He Issues a Statement in Which He Says 
It’s Positively Indecent the Way He 


Has Been Bothered—Ben Cable, Carter 


Harrison, and Others Responsible—The 
Last Chicago Man Read This Statement 
and Then Went to Bed—Official Vote of 
Indiana by Counties, 
New York, Nov. 22.—President-elect Cleve- 
land left town today in search of rest. Prior 
to his departure he gave out the following for 


publication : 

Many of the callers whom I have been obliged 
to receive would not, | think, have encroached 
upon my time if they had given the matter a mo- 
ment’s reflection. Those who have calied upon 
me to talk about offices, it seems to me, have 
been a little inconsiderate and certainly unnec- 
essarily premature. I desire to give an 
much publicity as possible to the statement that 
Ido not propose to consider applications for 
office prior to my inauguration, and I shall avoid 
all interviews on that subject. Those who 
under any pretense gain an opportunit 
to ‘present their applications orally an 
those who burden me at this time with written 
applications cannot possibly do anything which 
would so interfere with their chances of success. 
Written applications will be so little regarded 
that I doubt if they ever see the files in Washing- 
ton, for there is no reason or decency in my being 
overwhelmed with such matters at this time.

t Mr. Cleveland had fired the shot atthe

Sioux Falls Improvement Company Sued 
on a $5,000 Note. 

An important civil cese is now on trial in 
the United States Circuit Court at Sioux Falls, 
S. D.. The title is Herman Landauer vs. The 
Sioux Falis Improvement Company, and the 
suit is tor recovery on a $5.000 note given by 
the defendant company. The note was made 
in favor of Ananias F. Smith of Chi- 
cago, and ic now held by Herman 
Landauer of Chicago, who represents that he 
is an innucent purchaser. Two years ago OU. 
L. Geers arrived at Sioux Falls from Chicago. 
He said he hada patent on a mortising ma- 
chine, and proposed to organize a_ stock 
company at Sioux Falls. The Sioux Falls Iin- 
provement company gave notes aggregating 
$50,000 in part payment for the patent rights 
and the machinery. The other $50,000 was to 
be paid ia land. The company sent an agent 
to Chicago to superintend the shipping of the 
machinery. He found, it is alleged, tnat it 
was not worth over $3,000 and was 
subject to several judgments and iiens. 
The machinery was never shipped, and the 
buge building which was erected stands empty. 
The defense will allege a forgery in the in- 
dorsements on the note and will try to prove 
that the plaintiff is not an innocent purchaser.

MADE QUITE A HAUL. 


G. SINOLAIR, ARMOUR’S NEW YORK 
CASHIER, LEAVES FOR OANADA. 


He Had Charge of the Finances for the 
New York Office of the Kansas City 
Packing Establishment and Helped 
Himself to at Least $50,000—A Boy 
Who Was Kidnaped in Montreal Seven 
Years Ago Found in the Metropolis— 
News of New York, 


New York, Nov. 22.—[Special.]—C. Sin- 
clair, cashier and confidential bookkeeper of 
the Armour Packing company, has been miss- 
ing since last week. The exact amount of 
money that is also missing from his employ- 
er’s bank account is not known definitely. It 
18 estimated that the c mpany’s loss will not 
be less than $50,000. Some believe that the 
amount will run up to $80,000 or $85,000. 

Sinclair is a member cf a New York family: 

His father died some years ago. His aged 
mother is now living in a flat uptown. Sin- 
clair is a fine looking man of medium height, 
well built, and wears a heavy brown mustache. 
He is between 25 and 28 years old. Three 
years ago he was married. His wife lives in 
Harlem. They have two pretty children, Sin- 
clair is said to be an expert bookkeeper. He 
obtained a position as bookkeeper and cashier 
three years ago. Sinclair was with the main 
New York office in West Thirty-fifth street. 
which does a business of $1,000,000 a year. He 
enjoyed the fullest confidence of his em- 
ployers. 
The Auditor, in making his visits, has been 
in the habit of visiting the Thirty-fifth street 
place, where Sinclair was employed, every six 
or eight weeks. It is reported that Sinclair 
keep his books in such a manner that it was 
almost impossible to detect a false entry. He 
had been advised that the Auditor would call 
at the West Thirty-fifth street place the mid- 
dle of last week. 

It is sup that he became fearful that 
he would then be found out. He left his home 
at the usual hour Thursday morning, but Mrs. 
Sinclair had no reason to believe he would 
not return that evenmg. The followmg morn- 
ing, her husband not having returned, she 
went to the office in West Thirty-fifth street. 
There she learned that her husband had not 
been at the office the day before. The auditor 
arrived at the New York office the day Sin- 
clair disappeared. He waited for Sinclair 
but in vain. That afternoon he commen 
his examination of the books, and it did nut 
take him long to detect errors in the cash 
entries. 

The examination of the books has not been 
completed. When the auditor was fully con- 
vinced that Sinclair’s accounts were not 
straight he telegraphed to Mr. Armour in 
Kansas City. He will arrive in New York to- 
day, will personally examine the accounts, 
and then decide as to what action shall be 
taken. It is said that Sinclair is in Canada, 
and the company hopes to capture him. 

Nobody seems to know just exactly how 
Sinclair —— his money. He received a good 
salary. ‘Those who claim to know say that he 
has been speculating heavily of late and that 
he has lost. Others hint at the inevitable 
woran in the case. 

Mrs. Sinclair learned the truth Sunday 
night. She is now dangerously ill. Her hus- 
band’s sister is with her. They are endeavor- 
mg to keep the sad news from his aged 
mother. Sinclairis her only son, and it is 
feared that the truth would kill her.

** Last Saturday night,” said Mr. Kearney, 
“after I left the Grand Opera-House I bought 
a newspaper from a boy on Twenty-third 
street. Hetold mehe had yot ‘stuck’ on a 
bundle of newspapers, and was crying. I 
asked him afew questions, as I had become 
accustomed to do so with every little waif I 
met. Something about the lad’s face was 
fainiliar and I called him by the name of 


Bertie. He told me quickly that he used to 
be called by that name, but it was 
a long time ago. Bertie was once 


thrown from a sied and wounded on 
the knee. The mark, I knew, would always 
remain, and by it I discovered that I was 
right when I suspected that the little newsboy 
was my cousin. He told me he was put 
aboard a train, and some one met him after a 
long ride. He traveled around with a man 
with a bear. His skin was dyed, I suppose to 
make him resemble an Italian. He was 
whipped when he couldn't get pennies for his 
master, and at last he was brought to New 
York. He ran away from the man, who 
forced hitn to beg and sell papers, and he has 
been a waif without a home all summer.”’

The assumption is that the Gen- 
eral Electric company has either taken up 
enough of the new issue of $6,000,000 of stock 
in order to guarantee the success of the enter- 
prise or that it will furnish all the —- 
ment. The management is reticent about 
matter. Again it is suggested that the General 
Electric company may have secured the con- 
tract to furnish the new air line between Chi- 
cago and St. Louis with motors and other 
equipment, and that it agrees to take part 
payment in the stock of the electric railway.

C. C. Rainwater and John H. Overal of the 
Merchants’ Bridge and Ter:ninal ay 
are in New York. Dr. Wellington Adams 
started for the same city yesterday. It is re- 
ported that the Merchants’ company is about 
to absorb the Chicago and St. Louis Electric 
road and push it to completion. Dr. Adams 
will undoubted!y be listened to more respect- 
fully by Eastern capitalists than ever before. 


MGR. SATOLLI’S STRANGE MISSION, 


Much Uncertainty About It—Rome Would 
Approve the Faribault Plan. 

New York, Nov. 22.—/! Special. |—The Times 
will print tomorrow an article purporting to 
give a true account of the proceedings at the 
recent Archiepiscopal Conference. Regard- 
ing the Papal Legate’s mission it says: 

The Archbishops were interested in the mission 
and the real purposes of the Papal Legate, Mgr. 
Satolli. As to the real true inwardness of his mis- 
sion, however, they are pretty much 
at sea. One thine is sure: Satolli has 
come to watch, to observe, and then to report. 
The Archbisho are somewhat alarmed about 
their episcop prerogative, as was shown by 
their passive resistance to the plau of establish- 
ing a court with special power from Rome in this 
country. : 

The late conference has not outlined any new 
policy in regard to the school question. It still 
stands on the platform ofthe third Plenary Coun- 
cil of Baltimore. it was developed during the 
discussion that the Faribault plan would meet the 
unqualified approval of Rome if State aid would be 
absolutely guaranteed to the full extent desired 
by the church. The natural inference would be 
that Rome is not reconciled tothe public school 
system and to that part of the fundamental law 
of the republic which forbids absolutely the use 
of public money for sectarian purposes under any 
pretense. How soon this implacable non possnu- 
mus will take practical shape in the polities of 
the nation is a matter which the future alone can 
fully decide and reveal.

Tere should be no hesitation on the part

finances will not permit the extension at the 
municipal expense.

Many of the 
electric power-houses of the city can sustain 
hundreds of additional electric lamps if they 
are erected.

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RUINING THE THOROUGHFARES. 

At the instance of Ald. Tripp the Coun- 
cil has ordered that the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works cancel all outstanding permits for 
the laying of pipes by the Economic Gas com- 
pany and refuse to issue new ones till such 
time as the company has placed in good con- 
dition the streets in which it has already laid 
pipes. The Commissioner was also instructed 
to inspect the streets in which the company 
has laid its mains and report their present 
condition to the Council. 

The order ought to have included other com- 
panies, but is a good one as far as it goes. It 
was badly needed. the principal thorough- 
fares of the city are in a horrible condition 
and largely as a consequence of the work of 
the Economic Gas company. In nota single 
instance, so far as known, has a street been 
put into fair shape. The earth thrown out 
was shoveled back loosely and then slushed 
with water to “settle it.’”’ The rule has been 
to pile the blocks on top of this over the 
ground a few weeks later, filling in fresh 
earth on the top of that which has shrunken 
and then lay the pavement more evenly. But 
there are many piaces in which the second 
operation was never performed, and in those 
where it was attended to the result is atro- 
cious. 
Any one who will look along the sides of 
the streets in the numerous blocks where this 
**work’’ has been done will agree that the 
great trouble lies in the filling. The earth 
settles, and does so unevenly, the result being 
gutters and pan-shaped hollows innumerable, 
in which water and filth collect, ruining the 
pavement, as weil as being detrimental to the 
health of the people. The ordinance required 
the street to be put into “ good condition ”’ 
after excavation, and it cannot truly be said 
to have been complied with if the filling is 
so loosely done that the pavement settles 
badly from a few days to a few months after- 
wards, The fact that the streets are thus 
spoiled, almost without exception where the 
excavators have been at work, is the fault of 
city officials. If they looked after the thing 
properly the excavators would do the work 
well, knowing that to be the cheapest course 
to pursue. The filled-in earth would be 
rammed down to solidity, as is done in the 
cities of Europe, where contractors under- 
stand well they have to make good any-defects 
in the original work. 
It is utter nonsense to claim that the earth 
taken out cannot be put back solidly. Even 
if it could not be those for whom the work is 
done ought to be made to pay dainages to the 
innocent taxpayer whose money has been put 
into pavements ruined by a company in which 
he has no interest. If a company cannot 
restore the pavement to good condition it 
should be made to repave the whole street as 
a condition of being allowed to tear it up, and 
we ought to have a set of officials energetic 
enough to see that this is done. It is simply 
a diabolical outrage on the taxpayer who has 
recently expended his money in paving the 
street in front of his property to allow it to be 
ruined by any individual or corporation, 
and officials who will permit this to be done 
one month after another without a word of 
protest ought to be bundled ovt neck and 
crop as not worthy to draw another day’s pay 
from the treasury of a swindled community. 
There is not asquare yard out of the hundreds 
of thousands of such units of dished and gut- 
tered surface in our paved streets that does 
not testify to the injury committed by con- 
tractors and gross inattention to duty on the 
part of those whose business it is to see that 
the work is properly done in behalf of the tax- 
payers. | | 
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CHICAGO’S CLAIM TO A CABINET POSI- 
TION. 

Chicago is entitled toa Cabinet portfolio. 
Its claim is conceded by all classes of Demo- 
crats in Illinois, however much the warring 
factions may disagree on other questions of 
patronage. The Egyptians, the Central Ill 
noisans, and the Cook County Democrats are 
all agreed in this matter. It is. none of the 
Republicans’ political business, but from the 
standpoint of general industrial and commer- 
cial interest they, too, will favor the claim of 
Chicago for a place in the Cabinet, particu- 
larly if the place is that of “Secretary of the 
Treasury, and the manin the place is Mr. J.

THE NEW YORE SENATORSHIP. 
The election is hardly over before the cus- 
tomary row in the New York Democracy be- 
gins and the mugvumps recommence their 
silly assaults upon Tammany. The bone of 
contention is the Senatorship. McLaughlin, 
the Kings County boss, has slated Mr. Alfred C, 
Chapin, Railroad Commissioner. Senator 
Hill and Tammany have slated Edward 
Murphy, the millionaire brewer of Troy, the 
gentleman who put himself on record in Chi- 
cago to the effect that Grover Cleveland 
would be disastrously beaten in New York. 
In this complication of affairs the mug- 
wumnps through their two representative 
organs, the New York Times and Evening 
Post, have plucked up heart of grace and urge 
the choice of Carl Schurz. It is characteristic 
of these two organs that pending an election 
they preserve a respectful silence as to Tam- 
many’s enormities and register all its decrees. 
After the election is over they gather courage 
and resume their hostility when it practically 
couats for nothing. Consequently they are 
now struck all in a heap with horror at the 
mere suggestion of the name of Edward Mur- 
phy, the avowed political enemy of Mr. Cleve- 
land. The Post cannot understand to save it- 
self how Boss Croker, who has ** the reputa- 
tion of being kind and good,” cou'd have 
allowed Murphy’s name to go on Tammany’s 
slate for the Senatorship, because the Senator 
from New York ‘“* ought to be the President’s 
right-hand man, his mouthpiece in the Senate, 
and organ of communication with the leading 
committees.’”’ Is Senator Hill Grover Cleve- 
land’s organ of communication and mouth- 
piece? The Post says: 
We are now looking at the matter solely from 
the party standpoint. Tammany found out at 
Chicago last June bow the country at large feels 
towards it, and it can hardly, after its experience 
there, flatter itself that its position wil! be im- 
proved by sending a Murphy to Washington to 
reinforce a Hill. To examine Mr. Murphy's qual- 
ifications for the place would be a waste of labor. 
He would doubtless himself consider an analysis 
of them anelaborate joke. One Senator of the 
type is surely enough to satisfy the worst enemy 
of State pride and respectability. Two would 
seem to be wasteful and ridiculous excess. 
The Post’s labor in this matter is thrown 
away. It is because Tammany has discovered 
that the vote of New York is no longer neces- 
sary for the success of the National Detnoc- 
racy that it will cling all the more tenaciously 
to the city and State patronage. It cares lit- 
tley any way, for what the country thinks of 
it. Itisonly an organized band of plunder- 
ers, as has been shown frequently by the Post, 
which prints its thieving, swindling, gam- 
bling, murdering record boldly and conspic- 
uously when election campaigns are not on 
the docket. Besides, if the Post will only 
stop tothink about it seriously, the sight of 
Edward Murphy sitting by the side of David 
B. Hill would not be half so grotesque or un- 
becoming as that of Carl Schurz sitting there. 
Murphy and Hill are ideal representatives of 
the political associates of the mugwumps, and 
nothing would more clearly satisfy the average 
New York Democratic heart than a spectacle 
of that kind.

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NOW FOR GOOD MILK. 
An ordinance for the regulation of the sale 
of milk in this city was passed by the Gouncil 
Monday. It provides for the creation of a 
special department under an official not sub- 
ordinate to the Commissioner of Health. The 
appointee is to be a practical analytical chem- 
ist, to have a salary of $3,000 a year, be assist- 
ted by nine inspectors at $1,000 a year each, 
and temporarily by the police when their 
services are needed. The inspectors are not 
to serve in one district longer than four weeks 
at a time, and they are to have authority to 
enter all places where milk is kept or stored 
for sale, including vehicles, and to take sam- 
ples for analysis. A fine of not less than $25 
nor more than $100 is provided for the deliv- 
ery or sale of impure milk or the product of 
cows that are diseased or kept under unwhole- 
some conditions. It is a violation of the ordi- 
nance to skim the cream from the milk un- 
less the latter is sold as skimmed milk, and 
the expenses of the department are to be met 
by the proceeds of iicenses at $10 each for 
every vehicle or place from which milk is de- 
livered or sold, but such license is not-re- 
quired to be taken out by private persons 
selling milk to their neighbors. Other provis- 
ions of the ordinance do not apply to charita- 
ble institutions, and the section forbidding 
the keeping of more than one cow in an in- 
closure within the city limits was stricken 
out. 
This is all well. The ordinance is a good 
one and will insure the people against the use 
of bad milk if it be properly enforced. This 
it will not be if bummers instead of good men 
are appointed on the inspection force. No 
one who has watched things can doubt there 
has been a plentiful lack of vim for years past 
among the inspectors of the Health and Build- 
ing Departments, or that if the same kind of 
material is set to looking after the milk 
venders the result will be a lamentable fail- 
ure. There ought to be no places on the force 
for mere political friends of the Aldermen 
who have voted for the measure. The inter- 
ests of the people who consume the milk will 
be guarded only in case this class of ap- 
pointees is rigidly excluded, else the people 
would have no security against being imposed 
on with fraudulent stuff, and the ordinance 
would rather do harm than good, as inciting 
to false security against impositions by the 
milk dealers, 
The Commissioner is to be appointed by the 
Mayor and confirmed by the Council. It is 
much to be desired that the Mayor will-see it 
to be his duty in choosing the official to rec- 
ommend no one who will not promise to take 
the department as far as possible out of the 
slough of local politics and aim only to secure 
for inspectors men who will do their fuli duty.

The six-sevenths of the people of Chicago 
should also make their voices heard in Wash- 
ington, since the matter now rests with Con- 
gress and the people. That Congress may act 
intelligently in this important matter it should 
understand that the Directors of the Fair, the 
Common Council, and the vast majority of 
the people of Chicago want a rest Fair 
Sundays. That alarge majority of the peo- 
ple of the country want it open is evidenced 
by the following statement of the Mayor: 


Icall your attention to thé result of a novel 
experiment made by a special committee of the 
World’s Fair Sunday Opening Association, com- 
posed of Postmaster Sexton, the Rev. Dr. Thomas, 
James W. Scott, and myself, and by us to be 
certified to before Congress. This experiment 
was in the nature of a test of the public senti« 
ment. The names of business men of worthy 
standing were taken from Dun’s commercial 
reference book, according to a rule that would 
permit of no selection or discriminatwn. They 
were asked to vote on the question, and in the 
returns, which came from every city in the 
United States of alimited population, we had 
an expression of the desire of all the people on 
the question. The answers are such as to indicate, 
I might say absolutely. that a very large majority 
of the people wish the act of Congress in question 
repealed. The opinions obtained in this man- 
ner, representing all phases of human industry 
and human interest, indicate that the people of 
this country have a right to expect and shall de- 
mand a repeal of this obnoxious Sunday-closing 
clause,

“I DECLINE to answer,’’ was substantially 
the reply made by each of the four witnesses 
called yesterday to testify in the famous inter- 
State Com merce cases in the United States Dis- 
trict Court in this city.

Each witness fell back on his reserved 
right not to incriminate himself, and thea the 
District Attorney remarked “that is our 
case,’’ whereupon Judge Bunn instructed the 
jury to find g verdict of ‘** not guilty,”’ the in- 
dictment not having been sustained by evi- 
dence. Followmg this other cases were dis- 
missed, 1ucluding the one in which the Swifts 
were named as defendants. Mr. Safford of 
the commission summarized the matter in a 
few words by reimnarking: “That the law has 
been violated goes without saying, for the 
witnessess interposed the fact of criminality 
to avail themselves of their constitution al 
privilege. The result of the trial demonstrates 
the immediate duty of Congress to change the 
law.”’ At the time the law was amended it 
was widely believed the change would be 
productive of such results as this, by render- 
ing it impossible to procure evidence, and it 
was even charged that the change was induced 
by parties who feared conviction otherwise. 
The wisdom of that objection 1s now demon- 
strated, and the law should be amended at the 
first opportunity. But it may be suggested 
that in the meantime the Sherman anti-trust 
law 18 believed to be available for the convic- 
tion and punishment of morethan one offender 
who cannot be reached by the inter-State Com- 
merce act as the latter now stands.

Pror. C. A. Youne of Princeton College, an 
astronomer of the first rank, thinks thecomet 
about which so much uncertainty has existed 
is actually near us and is coming towards the 
earth at a rapid rate. He calculates that last 
Monday it was only about 5,000,000 mies from 
us, and intimates it is probable it will cross 
the earth’s orbit some eight hours before the 
earth reaches that point, the most probable 
time of passage being Saturday night. He says 
it is now three or four times as large as when he 
tirst saw it (which could not have been earlier 
than Nov, 6), and that his lacest observation 
showed stars to be shining through it. This 
observation agrees with one reported by Sir 
John Herschel, who saw a star shining right 
through the head of a comet which no one dis- 
puted to be that of Biela. Prof. Young makes 
the diameter of the interesting stranger to be 
about 25,000 miles, which is considerably less 
than the 36,000 miles estimated by Prof. Boss 
of Albany on his former supposition that the 
comet was then 13,000,000 miles away. Young 
adds that if the comet strikes the earth next 
Saturday night we shall see a nice display of 
meteoric fireworks, and that is about all. So 
it is too early to abandon the idea that the 
comet is the one named after Biela. Fortu- 
nately those who are anxious about it will not 
have Jong to wait before having their curiosity 
more or less gratified. 
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ALD. MAppEn’s proposals for a reorganiza- 
tion uf the Water Department have received 
the unanimous indorsement of the City Coun- 
cil, and the ordinance to give them effect will 
probably be ready in a week or ten days, It 
should be passed before the end of the present 
fiscal year and should become operative at the 
commencement of the next. Since Mayor 
Roche’s administration the management of 
the water office has been loose and extrava- 
gant. It was notoriously so during the Cre- 
gier administration, and the abuses then 
began have not been wholly abolished under 
the present administration. The department 
has not been appropriated for, The number 
of employés depended on the whim of some 
official and the supposed necessities of politics. 
The salaries were regulated on the same loose 
plan. Mr. Madden proposes to make the 
chief of the department a responsible officer, 
to limit the number of employés, to regulate 

the salaries, to limit the expenditures, and to 
provide for a monthly financial statement. 
All these proposals are in the right direction. 
It will be found that they will tend to greater 
economy and better management. The finan- 
cial demands on the water office in recent 
years have been quite heavy.

Mr. Dea- 
cou’s move to obtain a divorce from the 
tribunal of the Seine is considered to have 
been a most impolitic move. Mr, Deacon’s 
lawyer, Maitre Clunet, the highest authority 
in France on international law, proved to the 
court that French tribunals have no jurisdic- 
tion over foreigners in divorce cases unless 
both parties to the snit consent to submit to 
French law. Vhe Judges admitted the cor- 


rectness of this contention and volun-

There is hardly a member of the International 
Monetary Conference that does not look dis- 
tinguished, and the American delegation 
makes, perhaps, the finest showing of any. 
They were almost the only delegates who 
walked to the Palais des Academies at 
2 o’clock, when tne conference opened. 
All the others drove uD, just 
as everybody drives in Europe, 
Senator Jones and his colleagues are staying 
‘at the Hotel Bellevue, just around the corner 
from the meeting place, and next door to the 
King’s palace. Today’s meeting was brief 
and devoted largely to getting acquainted and 
to making preparations. Senator Allison 
said that the reason why the conference was 
adjourned to Friday was out of compliment 
to the American Thanksgiving day. The

Everybody is satisfied with the election of 
M. Montefiore Levy as President. The only 
incident of the day, apart from set speeches, 
was the objection raised .by Sir C. Rivers Wil- 
son, delegate, to the President’s suggestion 
that meetings be held on alternate days. 
Wilson is a monometallist and a friend of 
Rothschila, The idea of the gold men is to 
rush matters and not leave time for the trans- 
lation of the speeches from day today. He 
was overruled. 

The conference is secret, of course, and in 
the chamber where they meet there are long 
benches like pews and delegates sit there like 
lads at acountry school, nine on one bench. 
United States Mixister Terrell entertained 
everybody at a reception given tonight at his 
beautiful house. The scene was a gay one, 
with the foreign decorations worn by the many 
delegates.

ASTRONOMERS DIFFER AS TO THE COMET. 


One Says It Is Rapidly Coming Toward the 
Earth, Another That It Is Receding. 

Princeton, N. J., Nov. 22.—Prof. Charles 
A. Young says of the comet now attracting 
80 much attention: 

It has increased in size since I first saw it, soin 
my opinion it is probably coming toward us. It 
is traveling about 750,000 miles a_i day, 
and as I observed it last night I cal- 
culated it to be about 5,000,000 miles from 
the earth. As the earth is approaching tne 
place where the two orbits come together 
at the rate of 1,500,000 miles a day, the comet, if 
it travels in the orbit of Biela’s, will pass by the 
nearest spot to the earth's orbit eight hours be- 
fore the earth reaches it, and this will be before 
next Sunday. probably Saturday night. It is now 
three or four times as large as when | first saw it, 
and last night Isawin many parts of it little 
shining particles, which, with the telescope I 
recognized to be stars shining through. So itis 
a gaseous substance, and if it does strike the 
earth will cause no great harm, If it strikes the 
earth next Saturday night about all we will see 
will be a nice display of meteoric fireworks. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Nov. 22.—Father Searle 
of the Catholic University has made some 
observations of the comet, and declares it is 
not Biela’s. 

Orrawa, Ont., Nov. 22.—Prof. Wiggins does 
not think there 1» much danger of a comet 
colliding with the earth. ‘* Comets, however, 
may do us a great damage,’’ said he, “for if 
one should run between us and our moon, as 
Lexell’s comet ran arnong the moons of Jupi- 
ter in 1778, its powerful attraction wouid 
cause the waters of our oceans to overflow 
our continents, as no doubt happened at the 
Noachian deluge.”’ 

[A telegram from John Ritchie Jr., Cambridge 
Observatory, confirms the discovery of the comet, 
supposed to be found by Crooks Nov. 15 in right 
ascension 12 hours 56 minutes and north declina- 
tion 13 degrees. It was observed by Wendell at 
4:30 o'clock in the morning of Nov. 22 in right as-

Damage Done in a Grand Rapids Furniture 
Establishment by a Spontaneous Blaze. 
Granp RaPrps, Mich., Nov. 22.—Fire broke 

out at 1 o’clock this morning 1m the finishing 
room of the Grand Rapids Folding Chair and 
Table company’s factory, and the plant was 
totally destroyed, The building was a three- 
story frame, 300 feet long, and fifty feet wide.

CRITCHLOW’S CASE READY FOR THE JURY 


Arguments Commenced and Some Warm 
Expressions Are Used by Attorneys. 

Pirrssura, Pa., Nov. 22.—The testimony in 
the Critchlow case was continued today. It is 
expected that the case will go to the jury to- 
morrow afternoon. The defense closed to- 
day and the prosecumon began its rebuttal. 
The defendant was first called to the stand. 
He denied that he was on the company’s 
grounds between 7:30 and 8:30 a. m., July 6, 
and that he fired firearms that day between 
10:30 a. m. and 12 m. on the company’s 
grounds or anywhere else. 

Mrs. Critchlow testified that omJuly 6 she 
reached her home at4 p.m. and found her 
husband asleep. The defense rested here. 
The prosecution called several witnesses in re- 
buttal, whose testimony was unimportant. 
The arguments were then commenced. 

One of the points of law advanced by the 
deferse was that where two or more persons 
are charged with committing a crime, and it 
is uucertain which, all must be acquitted. At 
1 p. m. Attorney John S. Robb began his ad- 
dress to the jury. He said in part: 

This great country has made up its mind that it 
wiil not be blotted from the face of the earth by 
anarchy, riot, misrule, and bloodshed. Our laws 
shall not be trampled under foot, our flag shall 
not be hauled down. It makes little difference in 
this case who fired the first shot. The murder 
of T. J. Connor took place long after this first as- 
sault, and his murder was premeditated, deliber- 
ate, and willful. If the defendant was there that 
day aiding and abetting. armed with a gun and 
shooting, he is guilty of the crime with which he 
is charged. Who says he was not there? He 
goes on the stand and picks out certain hours 
when he says he was noton the mill premises. He 
does not say he was not there at any time. 
He does not say where he was; he does not even 
corroborate his own witness who tried to prove 
an alibi: be does not say he did not have a gun; 
he does not say he did not fire at the barges; he 
does not say he did not fire the shot that killed 
Connor; he denies nothing but that at certain 
hours, nxed by himself, he was not in the muill- 
yard. 

ee M. Erwin of Sioux Falls, S. D., 
said: 

The jury cannot presume that there was any 
strike at Homestead, it is not in evidence; there 
is no proof that there was any dissension. There 
was no evidence that Frick, who sends armed in- 
vaders to the shore of Homestead, had any prop- 
erty there, There was n> evidence 
the men. women, and children were there 
for uulawful purposes, but the Commonwealth 
said they must infer.

OVERCOATS SHOULD BE CHECKED. 


So Say a Majority of Hotel Men in Talk- 
ing of the St. Louis Case. 

Chicago hotel men differ as to the justice 
of the decision of Judge Fisher of St. Louis 
in the case published in yesterday’s Tribune, 

‘ involving the responsibility of hotelkeepers 
for overcoats left by guests at the entrance to 
the dining-room. 

The facts in the case were as follows: J. N. 
Labold, a guest at the Southern Hotel of St. 
Lovis, gave his overcoat to the man who at- 
ténds the hatrack. When he came out of the 
dining-room the coat was missing. He was 
refused satisfaction and sued for the value of 
the coat. In giving his decision Judge Fisher 
said that while the porter was not compelled 
to receive an overcoat at the entrance to the 
dining-room, still, from the fact that he did 
receive it, the hotel became responsible for it 
and was liable for it. 

Opinions of hotel men are given. 

Mr. Eden of the Great Northern and Tre- 
mont Hotels said—That’s a just decision. 
Had the guest laid the coat down the case 
would probably be different, but where an 
employé and representative of the house 
takes the coat into bis own keeping then the 
house should be responsible. I would settle 
at once for a loss of that kind with my 


guests. 

Charlies A. Moll, clerk atthe Wellington 
—I scarcely think it an equitable decision. 
The hatrack is not intend for coats. All 
hotels have notices conspicuously shown that 
they will not be responsible for overcoats or 
other valuables uniess they are checked. 
There’s a check-room for them. I should not 
think the house would be responsible unless 
they are checked. 

Messrs. Kittredge & Skeels of the Leland— 
The decision is not just. Provision is made 
wn all hotels for caring for overcoats. If 
‘guests do not conform to these regulations 
their failure to do so is at their own risk. 

‘At the Richelieu the clerk said—The porter 
or bell boy or whoever it was took the coat 
would be responsible, and not the hotel. 

Chief Clerk W. S. Shaffer at the Victoria 
said—The fact that there is no place on the

JAMES M, DALTON INDICTED, 


Fougner’s Friends Not Satisfied with the 
Verdict of the Coroner’s Jury. 

A true bill was returned by the grand jury 

yesterday against James M. Dalton, charging 
him with the murder of Anton Fougner. The 
case was taken before the grand jury by 
Fougner’s friends, who were not satisfied with 
the verdict of the Coroner’s jury exonerating 
Dalton. All the witnesses who testified at the 
inquest were heard by the grand jury except 
Dalton’s colored servant, Bostick, who was 
not present yesterday. In the afternoon At- 
torney Fowler called at the Sheriff’s office on 
behalf of Dalton and promised to produce 
him in court today at 10 o’clock, when bail 
will be given and accepted. 
Fougner was shot and instantly killed on 
the morning of Nov. 5. The previous night 
he had quarreled with Dalton, who, with him, 
owned and occupied a house at Rogers Park. 
The men had been on bad terms for some 
time, and, according to the evidence brought 
out at the inquest, Fougner had threatened 
to kill Dalton. Friday evening he made sev- 
eral unprovoked assaults on Dalton, and the 
latter had him placed unaer peace bonds. In 
the morning they met at the house and ths 
quarrel was resumed, 

Fougner attacked Dalton and the latter, 
acting in self-detense, as the Coroner’s jury 
decided, shot him. Dalton’s colored servant 
was the only witness of the killing, though a 
friend of Dalton named Rollo and Fougner’s 
Japanese servant testified to the assaults by 
Fougner Friday evening. . 


Accused the Administrator of Fraud. 

Mrs. Sarah E. Bromwell, widow of Henry H. 
Bromwell, filed objections in the Probate Court 
yesterday to the fina! report of Alphonso B. Schu- 
bert. administrator of the estate of her husband. 
She charges that the administrator has received 
interest on the amount now in his hands and has 
not accounted for it; that the claim of Wright 
Bros. of Boston, Mass., allowed for $17,163, is 
fraudulent, as is also the claim of Albert B, 
Harris for $2,808; that the estate was falsely ap- 
praised at $20,000 below the actual value; ta 
stock of furs and skins was secretly sold for $l4,- 
000, without an effort to secure a larger sum; and 
that because of the misconduct of the adminis- 
trator she is unable to secure aclaim of $7,000, 
The court is asked to compel the administrator 
to turn over all books of account and other pa- 
pers belonging to the estate for inspection.

TURKEYS BOTH SCARCE AND HIGH. 


Supply of the Thanksgiving Fowl Not Up 
to the Demand. 
South Water street, the biggest and busiest 
country produce and game market in the 
world, was full of activity yesterday. Dealers 
and housekeepers jostled each other in the 
search for Thanksgiving goodies. The street 
was resonant, 1f not musical, with the “* gob- 
ble-gobble ”’ of the fatted turkey, the ** quack- 
yuack ” of the wabbling duck, and the hiss of 
the oily goose. The whistle of ‘* Bob White ” 
and the drum of the partridge were not heard, 
but the bodies of these game birds were there. 
Deer were there, too, strung up by their heels, 
aud young bear lay frozenon the floor, de- 
spite their shaggy covering. The pine woods 
of Wisconsin, the prairies of Illinois, and the 
plains and mountains of the West all con- 
tributed to furnish forth the Thanksgiving 
feast. 
But the turkey was the monarch of all. 
Everybody wanted turkey, no matter what 
else he wanted. And the demand was so brisk 
that when evening came almost the very last 
gobbler in the hands of the dealers was 
gobbled up by the buyers. 
Turkeys were dearer than for years past. 
Last Thanksgiving they were plentiful at 1244 
to 13 cents a pound; yesterday they were not 
overplentiful, and the price was from 14 to 15 
cents a pound. The spring was too wet for 
their health. a 
But if the spring was unpropitious for tur- 
keys it was a blessing for ducks and geese. 
The former were in fair demand, but the lat- 
ter were in oversupply. They cackled vocif- 
erously from boxes, and their eily, yellow car- 
casses were piled in tempting array in big 
barrels, but they were forgotten in the grand 
rush for turkeys. The public gave the sibilant 
gander the go-by yesterday, but his time is 
coming. 
Large consignments of turkeys are expected 
today, but it is probable that many of them 
will not arrive until too late to be disposed of 
for Thanksgiving. Tomorrow and thereafter 
the national bird will duubtless be cheaper. 
While the poultry and game houses along 
South Water street were the busiest 
yesterday other lines of trade had plenty to 
do. Grapes and oranges were in brisk de- 
mand, but dealers in cheese and vegetables 
said the day was unusually dull. _ :

TO'HELP THE OFFICER 


POLICE TRY TO SHOW THAT FRANK 
OPAVA WAS A BURGLAR. 


Effort Made to Demonstrate That Detective 
Valentine Was Justified in Shooting 
Him—Officer Johnson Testifies He Saw 
the Man Acting Suspiciously and Then 
Says He Never Saw Him Alive—Em- 
ployes of the Presbyterian Hospital 
Make Charges—New Evidence Today. 


At the inquest begun at the County Morgue 
yesterday afternoon into the death of Frank 
Opava, the man shot by Detective William G. 
Valentine as a suspected burglar, the police 
attempted to prove that Opava had been for 
several days attempting to break into houses 
in the vicinity of West Harmson and Paulina 
streets, 

The witness on whom the defense depended 
to prove this material point in the case was 
Officer E. O. Johnson of the West Lake Street 
Station. Ha swore that Thursday, Friday, 
and Saturday evenings he had followed a man 
greatly resembling Opava in appearance, who 
acted in a suspicious manner on Jackson 
boulevard, Adams street, and Ogden avenue. 

** I saw the man coming out of several door- 
ways,” said Johnson, “ but did not see him 
go into them. I did not speak to him, but 
was near enough to see that he closely resem- 
bled the dead man.” 

In answer to this charge Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Hoker, No. 756 Allport avenue, with 
whom Upava boarded, will today swear that 
Opava was at home the eve nings in question. 

Attorney David J. Will, representing the 
friends of Opava, asked Officer Johnson one 
question: 

** Did you ever see Opava in his life-time?” 

“No, not to my knowledge,” was the an- 
ewer. 

In order to secure evidence in his own favor 
Officer Valentine has aisplayed undue zeal 
according to the story told yesterday by 
Frank Brown, a clerk at the Presbyterian 
Hospital, where Miss Sevela, Opava’s be- 
trothed, is employed. 

“At 4 o’clock Monday afternoon,” said 
Mr. Brown, “ two officers called at the hos- 
pital. They said they had been detailed to 
investigate the case. I noticed that one of 
them pursued the inquiry with unusual 
warmth. The questions he asked were all 
right in themselves, but they were put im an 
overbearing and brow-beating manner. When 
Lizzie told how she had left her betrothed 
at 10 o’clock at =the corner. of 
Harrison street and Armitage avenue 
the officer who was doing the talking started 
to call the girl a liar. I interfered and advised 
her not talk to them any longer. The officer 
apologized and left. saw him today at the 
inquest and recognized him as Officer Valen- 
tine. I knowthe girlsare mght about the 
time they got in, for they are obliged to be in 
the house at 10 o’clock, and Doorkeeper Mc- 
Knight told Lizzie when she came in Sunday 
night that she was ten minutes late.”’ 

Attorney File, who has been employed by 
friends of Opava, introduced two new wit- 
nesses. The first was J. S. Stout of No. 603 
West Taylor street, a barber, who claims to 
have reached the body of Opava Sunday night 
before either Dugrey or Detective Valentine. 
He swore that he told the police officers who 
gathered about the body that Valentine ought 
to be taken into custody and that they refused 
totouch him. Hesaid further that Opava 
was neglected after he had been shot. 

John H. Keough, a machinist living at No. 
297 Marshfield avenue, heard the shot fired 
and was one of the first to reach the body, but 
he could throw no new light on the tragedy. 

Lizzie Sevela, Opava’s betrothed; Agnes 

Sevela, her sister; Teena Keppert and Charles 
Hoker gave testimony as already printed in 
Tae Trrsune. 
' At5 o’clock the police secured an adjourn- 
ment to 10 o’clock this morning on the plea 
that they had just learned r two new wit- 
nesses who would testify that Opava had 
broken into their houses. On the strength of 
their representations a subpoena was issued 
for Miss Maggie Corley, living in the top flat 
at No. 768 West Taylor street. No. 763 West 
Taylor street is a vacant lot. At No. 753 
lives Miss Maggie Healey. She, however, 
knows nothing about the case, 

The inquiry will be resumed at 10 o’clock 
this morning. Deputy Coroner Barrett is in 
charge. The jury contains none of the pro- 
fessionals. 

Chief McClaughry yesterday took up the 
case and ordered Inspector Lewis to make a 
thorough investigation of the shooting and 
report to him. 

“*If the grand jury take up the case,” said 
the Chief, ** Ishali take no action, but I will 
deal with Valentine in accordance with that 
finding.” 

Detective Knowles said last night there was 
an error in.the statement of the address of 
Maggie Conley, the witness whose residence 
was given as No. 753 West Taylor street. Miss 
Conley lives at No. 730 on that street, and the 
detective says she has identified the remains 
of Opava as the man who acted suspiciously 
abuut her house.

THE TIGERS HAVE IMPROVED AND 
HAVE A GOOD OHANOE. 


Over 24,000 of the Seats on Manhattan 
Field Already Sold—Betting on the Re- 
sult Is Lively—Pagen Easily Defeats 
Maggioli in the Shortstop Tournament 
—Lord Dunraven’s Yachting Position 
Defined—No More Baseball Meetings in 
Chicago—General Sporting News, 


New York, Nov. 22.—Football people are 
full of gossip about the coming Yale-Prince- 
ton match, and there are nearly as many predic- 
tions of the outcome of the Thanksgiving day 
game as there are mosquitoes in Jersey. 

Granted that Thursday is a fine day Man- 
hattan Field will overflow with a throng such 
as never invaded it before.

There is standing room in Manhattan Field 
for about 15,000 persozs, and in former years 
the majority of those who bought admission 
tickets have done so on their way to the game, 
This year, however, more than half of the ad- 
mission tickets have already been sold, 

The betting on the game has now become live- 
ly. The Yale men are especially anxious to avail 
themselves of any suitable offers, for, although 
Yale won the game from Harvard, they lost 
slightiy on their bets. There was more betting 
on the score of the Springfield game than on its 
result. Many of Yale’s. supporters who won 
money on the result of the game really lost more 
than they won because Yale failed to score more 
than six points, 


Lively Betting on the Game. 


They are now anxious to make up their losses, 
and the lowering of the odds on the Yale-Prince- 
ton gamesdue to the somewhat poor showing 
made by Yale at Springfield. has given them a 
fair opportunity. Several small wagers at odk 
of ito4or5to3on Yale have already been made 
between the undergraduates, and a pool of near- 
ly $2,000 will be sent down from New Haven te 
morrow to be placed at the best odds obtainable. 
There also has been considerable betting among 
the graduates in this city. One prominent Yale 
graduate has bet $1,000 to $7530 that Yale will win 
by at least ten points. 

Despite the talk about McCormick’s cool-head-

(TO GET THE COINS. 


WORLD'S PAIR PEOPLE TAKE THE 
PRELIMINARY STEPS. 


Provisions That Must Be Fulfilled Before 
the Delivery Will Be Made—Director- 
General Davis Appears to Have a Cinch 
Whereby the Appointment of Janitors 
Will Rest with His Chiefs—The Sale of 
Exposition Coins to Be Pushed Vigor- 
ously—Lieut, Peary’s New Position. 


Members of the Finance committee of the 
World’s Fair Directory took steps yesterday 
looking toward securing the souvenir coins 
now being minted at Philadelphia. The 
airectors want the money, but before they 
can get it they must comply with several 
clauses in the Congressional Appropriation 
bill, and one ortwo of these are important. 
Treasurer Seeberger, Auditor Ackerman, and 
Secretary Edmonds were instructed yester- 
day to prepare the necessary data. The first 
conditions precedent to the delivery of the 
coin are set forth in the act as follows: 

Provided, however, that before the Secretary of 
the Treasury shalt pay to the World’s Columbian 
Exposition any part of said 5,000,000 silver coins 
satisfactory evidence shall be furnished him show- 
ing that the sum of at least $10,000,000 has been 
collected and disbursed as required by said act. 

And provided, that the said World’s Columbian 

Exposition shall furnish a satisfactory guarantee 
to the Secretary of the Treasury that any further 
sum actually necessary to complete the work of 
said Exposition to the opening thereof has been 
or will be provided by said World’s Columbian 
Exposition; but nothing herein shall be so con- 
strued as to delay or postpone the preparation of 
the souvenir coins hereinbefore seueided. for. 
. Before the gates can be opened next May 
it is estimated that an expenditure of approx- 
imately $18,200,000 must be made. The first 
condition in the appropriation act has been 
more than complied with, since an excess of 
$10,000,000 has been expended. ‘Tio meet the 
second condition will require an extra effort 
on the part of the Board of Directors, 

Tn round numbers the subscriptions by the 
City of Chicago and stockholders amount to 
$10,600,000. Added to this is the sale of the 
$4,000,000 of bonds, with the privilege of sell- 
ing $1,000,000 more. Then in making up 
their $18,000,000 estimate of assets the direct- 
ors are privileged to include the prospective 
$2,500,000 of svuuvenir coins. This would 
bring the-total assets to $18,100,000. Inas- 
much as subscriptions are continualiy coming 
in, and the additional fact that more than 
$150,000 has already been realized from orders 
for the coins over and above their face value, 
it seems that the directory will be able to get 
the souvenirs as soon as they are minted. It 
18 with this purpose that transcripts of the 
records authorizing the issue of bonds, state- 
ments from the Treasurer ana Auditor show- 
ing the receipts and disbursements, as well as 
vouchers for expenditures over and above the 
$10,000,000 mark, will be sent to the Secretary 
ot the Treasury next week. 

There is, however, an obscure clause in the 
act which will have to be complied with be- 
fore any of the coins can be received on voucb- 
ers for money expended. This clause, Sec, 
2, is as follows: 

That the appropriation provided in Sec. 1 of 
this act shall be upon condition that the said 
World's Columbian Exposition maintain and pay 
all the expenses, costs, and charges of the great 
departments omnes for the purpose of con- 
ducting the work of the Exposition, said expenses 
costs, and charges to be paid out of the funds o 
said World’s Columbian Expositiun. 

This section means more than appears on 
its face. It was inserted for a specific pur- 
pose, and one which immediately concerns 
the Board of Directors. It appears that jan- 
itors in the several great buildings are consid- 
ered to be a part of the expenses, cost, etc., of 
the department. Consequently these janitors 
will be named by the department chiefs or 
by Director-General Davis instead of by Di- 
rector of Works Burnham. Inasmuch as every 
voucher on which souvenir coins can be paid 
must be signed finally by the Director-Gen- 
eral, it will cost the directory $2,500,000 in 
coins, or $5,000,000, their commercial value, 
to deny the right of Col. Davis or his chiefs to 
name the janitors. This is true, because it is 
understood the Director-General has told his 
friends he would not sign a single voucher 
until the janitor question had been decided in 
favor of his chiefs, 

The Finance committee decided at its meet- 
ing yesterday to push the sale of the souvenirs 
by establishing agencies in different parts of 
country. The first oce will be in New York 
City, and Harmon Spruance, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Subscriptions, was commissioned to 
go to New York, and, if in his judgment the 
situation warrants it, to open an office to pro- 
mote the sale of the coins. Mr. Spruance left 
for the East last night. In addition the man- 
agement has begun ascheme of advertising 
which will bring the souvenirs to the attenmon 
of the people throughout the country. Already 
several thousand banks and many railroad 
companies are acting us agents. It is the de- 
sire, however, to distribute the coins in such a 
manner as to prevent them from being gob- 
bled up by syndicates, and therefore all will 
be given a chance to purchase one at the uni- 
form price of $1. 


JAPAN’S INTEREST IN THE FAIR, 


Wonderful Works to Be Exhibited Written 
About by a Prominent New- Yorker. 

New York, Nov, 22.—President Charles S. 
Smith of the New York Chamber of Com- 
merce, who is now in Japan and who has been 
visiting the chief industrial, commercial, and 
artistic centers in that country, has written 
to the Secretary of the Chamber of Commerce 
an important letter throwing light on Japan’s 
attitude towards the World’s fair at Chicago. 
President Smith, who writes from Kioto un- 
der date of Oct. 20, says: 


One of the most gratifying results of my visit is 
the knowledge acquired from personal observa- 
tions of the universal interest which this people 
are taking to worthily represent their country at 
the Chicago Exposition. The Secretary of the 
United States Legation is reponsible for the 
statement that the space allot to Japan in the 
Exposition allows only about 1,700 tons of mate- 
rial, while the applications have been for about 
7,000 tons. Namikawa of Tokio, the most con- 
spicuous artist in Japan in the production of 
Sloheommeas showed me two screens designed for 
Chicago, price $8,000, for which he has received 
ten first medals from his own government, which 
are of great originality if design and color and of 
exquisite workmanship, They are made without 
the use of wire. 

Namikawa of Kyoto, famous for the usual wire 
cloisonne, is showing magnificent vases and other 
objects made especially for Chicago, and he re- 
fuses all temptation to sell them in advance of 
the Exposition. I have seen also some wonderful 
pieces of new lacquers prepared for Chicago by a 
new process, which the makers claim will not 
crack in our climate, and competent experts be- 
lieve this claim to be true. 

The show of silks and embroidery will be some- 
thing to delight the hearts of American women, 
It is believed here that the enthusiasm for our 
Exposition has been inspired by the Mikado, and 
this impression is confirmed in my own mind by a 
conversation had with Mr. Mutsu, the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, and one of the most influential 
members of the Cabinet. Mr. Mutsu expressed 
in most cordial terms the sentiments of friend- 
ship which his government entertained for the 
people of the United States and also the great in- 
terest which it felt in the Japanese display at the 
Chicago Exposition. Two notable incidents oc- 
curred last week at Tokio. 1 had the honor of at- 
tending a dinner given to Frederick 5S, Winston of 
Chicago, one of the directors of the Exposition. 


The wife of the American Minister gave a rece 


tion to Mrs. Winston, who represents the Women’s 
Department of the Exposition. The attendance 
of the ladies of the court and their cordial co- 
operation in the plans fer the exposition of 
women’s work were most gratifying to the Ameri- 
can ladies present. 

“Reciprocity” was one of the subjects 
touched upon in the after-dinner speaking.

The New York School of Applied Design for 
Women opened Sept. 19 with forty-six students.

The school is now under the direction of eight 
instructors. The regular anrual income upon the 
present basis is as follows: Twenty-eight students 
at $50, $1,400; eighty-four students at $60, $5,040;

$20, $300, making a total of $6,740. 

The regular annual expenses upon the present 
basis are: Salaries, $3,675; rent, $1,900; printing 
stationery, postage, etc., $1,000, making a total o 
$6,575. This leaves a bajance of $165 in the treas- 
ury of this enterprising institution.

HIRAM WHEELER, AN OLD OITIZEN, 
. DIES OF HEART-DISEASE. 


The End Comes at His Home in This City 
_—QOne of Chicago’s Earliest Busi- 
ness-Men, He Was Identified with the 
Grain and Elevator Interestse—Arrange- 
ments for the Funeral—The Remains of 
Mrs. John Dean Caton Taken to Ottawa, 

IlL, for Burial—Other Obituary Matter. 
Hiram Wheeler, one of the best known resi- 
dents and one of the oldest representatives of 
the grain interest, although he severed active 
connection with it years ago, died yesterday 
morning at his residence, No. 2962 Michigan 
. @venue. Mr. Wheeler was 83 years old. His 
. death was due to heart disease. The circum- 
stances of his death were pathetic. He re- 
turned home last Friday complaining of what 
. he supposed to be an attack of ayspepsia. The 
' following morning he-did not rise from his 
bed, but his illness seemed to yield to medical 
treatment and Monday it was said that he 
would soon be well.

Mr. Wheeler was dead. He passed away 
quietly and peacefully. Mrs. Wheeler, Arthur 
Wheeler, and the nurse were the only persons 
in the room. 

Half an hour later the news was telephoned 
to the Board of Trade and the Chicago club, 
and within a short time the wide circle of Mr. 
Wheeler’s friends had heard of his death. All 
day yesterday messages of condolence were 
sent to the family residence. George H. 
Wheeler, one of Hiram Wheeler’s sons, took 
charge of the,funeral arrangements. A tele- 
gram was sent recalling Charles W. Wheeler, 
the second son, who with his wife was in New 
York and about embarking for a wigter’s tour 
of Europe. Mess were also sent to Fred- 
erick A. Wheeler, the eldest son, who resides 
in Baltimore, and to a Wheeler, the 
f. ch son. He is in California and it is 
doubtful if he can return in time for the fu- 
nerai. 

Sympathy of Friends. 

Mr, and Mrs. George Henry Wheeler had 
issued cards for a recepi... at their residence 
last night, on which occasion their daughter, 
Mabel, was to make her début in society, an 
event to which her grandfather had looked 
forward with great pleasure. Messengers 
were of course sent in all directions bearing 
the sad news which necessitated the abandon- 
ment of the reception. 

In the afternoon many friends of the family 
called and expressed their sorrow at Mr. 
Wheeler’s death. One of the callers was a 
representative of the Chicago Grain Elevator 
companies, the corporation to which the 

“Wheeler elevators were sold. His mussion 
was to announce that on the day of the funeral 
all of their elevators would be closed and that 
the foremen of the different houses tendered 
their services as active pall-bearers. This 
offer was accepted. The funeral was ap- 
pointed for Friday. The services will be heid 
at the family residence by the Kev. Clinton 
Locke of Grace Episcopal Church.

[Hiram Wheeler had long been a familiar re 

. in the commercial life of Chicago. He withdrew 
from active business years ago, yet his habits of

earliest days of the Board of Trade. He was 

born in New Haven, Vt., in 1809. He came of a

COMMERCIAL ABSORBED BY THE POSTAL. 


The Deal Explained by Assistant General 
Superintendent Nally. 

“It is probably true that the Postal Tele- 
graph company has purchased the Commer- 
cial Telegraph company property, as was 
printed in Tue Trisune’s dispatches from 
New York today,” said K. J. Nally, Assistant 
General Superintendens of the Postal com- 
pany, last evening. ** The two companies have 
been practically one for some time. The Com- 
mercial forms a part of the regular tariff- 
book. They use our blanks and stationery. 
There has been a traffic arrangement be- 
tween the two companies for some time. I 
could give no estimate as to the price paid for 
the property, neither can I give even approx- 
imate figures as to the length of line or num- 
ber of offices. It is quite a Jarge company 
and operates mostly in the New England 
States. Its principal lines are in Massachu- 
vetts, Maine, New Hampshire, New York, and 
Vermont.”’ 

‘*Is the Postal becoming a formidable rival 
of the Western Union?’ 

‘* The Postal has now 3,000 offices and 125,000 
miles of line, exclusive of this last purchase. 
It now reaches all the principal points of the 
country. It opened this week offices in Rock- 
ford, Ill., and Leadville, Colo. Its lines are 
being extended ali over the country, especially 
in the West.”’ 

“It is rumored that the Western Union is 
about to buy the Postal.”’ 

“There’s nothing in that. Our people are 
at law with the Western Union as to the 
Phenix Building, and as to the rumored sale 
to the Western Union the President of the 
Postal, A. CU. Chandler, has issuel a circular 
over his signature denying it.”’ 

The circular referred to is as follows:

TIVE OFFIce, No. 1 BROADWAY, NEW YORK, Oct. 
21.—To Our Patrons and thegPublic: Rumors to 
the effect that the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany has purchased, or will soon ene and 
control, the Postal Telegraph-Cable company, 
have been and are being circulated by stock 
brokers and others evidently for speculative pur- 


poses. ’

that no consolidation, purchase, or any other ar- 
rangement by which the Postal Telegraph-Cable 
company ceases to be an ey independent 
and competing telegraph system has been made 
or is contemplated.

It has pur- 
sued a business-like and straight-forward policy.

SPECIFICATIONS,ARE 8UFFICIENT. 


Prof. Henry Preserved Smith Will Be Tried 
on the Second Charge Against Him. 
Cincinnati, 0., Nov. 22.—The test votes 
have béen taken on preliminary questions 
arising in the case of Prof. Henry Preserved 
Smith of Lane Seminary and they show a 
strong majurity opposed to him. The first 
test vote came upon the sufficiency of the first 
charge, which declares that Prof: Smith 
taught that a minister may abandon the es- 
sential features of the system of doctrine held 
by the church which he received and adopted 
at his ordination and still rightfully retain his 
position as a minister in the church. Prof. 
Smith objected to this charge that it was not 
specific; that it did not point out any doctrine 
of the church which had been disregarded. 
The motion was put to sustain his objection 
and was lost by 19 in favor and 53 against. 
Then the Presbytery took up specification 
No. 1, under that charge which stated that he 
had taught in an article in the New York 
Lvangelist that an acceptance of the doctrines 
was only required of ministers at the time of 
taking their ordination vows; and specifica- 
tion No. 2, which asserted that he had taught 
in an article in the New York Evangelist that 
whether a minister has departed from the 
doctrines can only be determined by judicial 


rocess. To both these’ specifications 
rof. Smith had made _ the _  objec- 
tion that they were _ insufficient in 


form and legal effect and did not support the 
charges. After argument on a motion to sus- 
tain the objections the vote was taken and the 
objection to the first specification was not sus- 
tained by a vote of 25 to 37. The vote on the 
second specification was yeas 23, nays 35. 

In order to make the action positive the Rev. 
Dr. Bryan moved that the court declare the 
first charge and specifications sufficient in 
form and legal effect and this was carried 

yeas 36, nays 23. Several attempts to record 
the yeas and nays were made, but failed. 
This action makes a formal trial on this 
charge at least necessary.

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MET IN CONVENTION. 


PRESBYTERIAN MINISTERS DISOUSS 
INTERESTING SUBJEOTS. 


Large Congregations Assemble to Hear the 
Addresses—Dr. Withrow Takes the Po- 
sition That His Church Is Unadapted 
to Evangelize All Classes and Says 
Many Think They Have Foreordination 
for Breakfast, Dinner, and Supper—Dr. 
Wallace’s Glowing Eulogy of Woman, 

Large congregations attended the three ses- 
sions of the Presbyterian convention, which 
were held yesterday at the Second Presbyte- 
rian Church. A great deal of interest was 
shown in the subjects that were discussed. At 
9:30 o’clock in the morning the service of 
song and prayer was begun, and at 10 o’clock 
the convention proper was opened. 

The Rev. S. J. McPhersen, D. D., was to 
have spoken on *“* The Crying Demand for the 
Evangelization of Ail Classes in Our Field of 
Labor,” but he was prevented from being 
present by illness. The subject was dis- 


cussed by the Rev. John Weston, Super- 
intendent of Home Missions. He held 
that the best results could only 


be secured‘by the concentration of forces in 
the large cities, for statistics show that one- 
fourth of the population of the entire com- 
munity is in the cities. The speaker cited the 
fact that one-third of the population in Chica- 
go is foreign, either by birth orancestry. He 
then explained a large map that had been 
prepared by the Rev. Dr. McPherson, show- 
ing the relative population of the wards and 
the number of Presbyterian churches located 


in each. 

The Rev. Dr. J. L. Withrow followed with 
an address on “‘Is the Presbyterian Church 
Unadapted to Evangelize Ail Classes?’ His 
remarks elicited considerable comment, He 
said: 

If we look upon the church as an ecclesiastical 
organization, working under a divine creed, 
should answer this question in the affirmative. 
From that standpoint I do not think the Presby- 
terian Charch is adapted to all classes. For ex- 
ample, it is not adapted to the Anarchists, the 
lowest and worst classin our community. The 
Presbyterian doesn’t go in and establish creeds 
and elect Elders in their midst. I believe the Anar- 
chists would not be elevated by such a move. 
Nochurch can reach all classes. There is one of 
which we know that makes a great show with 
its candles and processionals and its burning in- 
cense, It pretends to reach all classes, but Ido 
not see how it can. 

The People Do Not Understand. 

There 1s, however, another view of the subject. 
If we regard our church as the one that holds the 
strongest yet simplest doctrine of truth for salva- 
tion then wecan reach most men. The trouble 
is that the people do not understand the Pres- 
byterian church. Many think we have fore- 
ordination for breakfast, dinner, and supper. If 
they understood our doctrines we would be better 
able to reach all classes. Let the city know that 
Presbyterian church is liberal and that its doors 
are open wide. The only condition for member- 
ship is a pure heart. Were this known aad un- 
derstood we would be greatly benefited. 

I am not one of those men who believe that we 
are making no progress as long as one entire 
ward in the city is without a Presbyterian 
church. There are places where others, perhaps, 
can go better. Let them do-it. Nor is it to the 
discredit of the Presbyterian church that this is 
true, 

The Rev. W. H. Hormal in response said 
that he believed that the Presbyterian Church 
could evangelize all classes. ‘** If the confes- 
sion of faith is used as a basis for the work 
all classes might not be reached. Butif the 
word of God 1s used then they could.”’ 

The Rev. Odlin of Waukegan took occasion 
to criticise Dr. Withrow ratner sharply. ‘Il 
have avery kind feeling for the doctor,” he 
said, ** but I cannot agree w:th him in every- 
thing. There may be apathy in the Presby- 
terian Church. And if there is it is due to 
just such addresses as has just been made by 
Dr. Withrow. [Applause.] The church that 
gets in touch with the people and with every 
class is the church of the future.”’ 

Dr. Breed thought it was not the doctrine of 
the Pres »yterian Church that had prevented 
the progress of work among all classes, but its 
suppression. 

r. Weston believed that the Presbyterian 
Church could reach all classes better than it 
haa done, 

Afternoon Session. 


The Rev. James Lewis of Joliet presided at 
the afternoon session. The first address was 
by the Rev. T. C. Hall. His subject was ** How 
to Enlist and How to Organize the Entire 
Membership of a Church for Aggressive 
Work.” One of the main essentials, be said, 
was to interest the members in the work to be 
done. Harmony and organization, too, are 
necessary for good results. 

** Woman’s Sphere in the Church Work and 
the Demand for Lady Missionaries’’ was the 
subject of an interesting address by the Rev. 
Thomas D. Wallace, D. D. He said: 

While men for a long time had been discussing 
woman's “sphere”, sbe had already made it. The 
oy fellow who stood around with his bands in 

is pockets ee Micawber like for something 
to turn up has found that woman had been out and 
turned it up for herself and was in quiet{possession 
of it. In church work, somehow, men have usual- 
ly, with very little reluctance and a show of satis- 
faction, been willing to step aside and®turn over 
the work to the women. Much emphasis has been 
properly oo apes the fact that only in the King- 
dom of Christ has woman reached 
the rightful place. The ospel of 
Christ has highly exalted her. The moment 
that Christianity gained sway the position of 
woman, social and legal, instantaneously im- 
proved. And today, in the school, in the hospital, 
in the home of the poor and neglected, teaching 
the children, nursing the sick, caring for the 
poor, reading the bible in the homes of sorrow 
and sin, tenderly reclaiming the erring, woman is 
always ready with willing heart ana hands to do 
what she can for Christ and the church. 

The Rev. N. D. Hillis, D. D., spoke briefly 
on “I'he Deinand for Adequate Buildings in 
Pushing the Work of Evangelization,” and 
**'The Essentials Necessary to Any Church for 
Effectually Reaching All Classes in Its Par- 
ticular Locality’? was treated of by the Rev. 
W. W. Totheroh, D. D. 

. Atthe evening session a large map of the 
city, showing the thirty-four wards and ail the 
missions, churches, aud Sunday-schools in 
each ward, was hung before the audience, and 
the progress and needs of the mission 
work were strongly set forth by 
the Revs. D. L. Parsons, W. H. Hormal. 
Joseph N. Boyd, and James E. Foster, all of 
whom are actively engaged in mission work. 
The Rev. Dr. John H. Barrows spoke on 
“What Can Our Sunday-Schools and En- 
deavor Societies Do Toward the Work of City 
Evangelization?”’ 

The Christian Endeavor societies were re 
resented by William McNeill. The Rev. D. 
L. Parsons of the Eadeavor Church of Lake 
View told of the needs of that district. The 
Rev. W. H. Hormal of the Olivet Church 
spoke of his work among the Germans of that 
section, and madeastrong appeal for funds’

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WORLD'S FAIR DIRECTORS WANT A 
POLICY ESTABLISHED, 


CLEAR STREETS. 


' Alexander H, Revell Is Advised That the 


City Administration Is Anxious to Co- 
operate—Plans Outlined to Have the 
Thoroughfares Unobstructed During the 
Exposition—Ald. Madden Hopes the 
Water Ordinance Will Be Passed Be- 
fore Jan. 1—Other Municipal News. 
Alexander H. Revell called upon Commis- 
sioner of Public Works Aldrich yesterday to 
have a talk with him for the purpose of ascer- 
taining if it were possible that any policy re- 


garding street obstructions could be estab- . 


lished now that would obtain during the 
World’s Fair. Itis Mr, Revell’s intention to 
offer a resolution at the meeting of the 
World’s Fair directory today asking that a 
committee be appointed to codperate with the 
city administration in forming such a policy. 
The object is to get the streets clear of all ab- 
structions before May land keep them clear 
through the period of the Exposition. 

Many of the members of the directory have 
been talking the matter over and the #xposi- 
tion management realizes the importance of 
having the thoroughfares open for business 
during the great Fair. The business streets 
are much congested at present, and it is 
thought that during the period when there are 
vast numbers of visitors in this city it would 
be a great misfortune, not to say disgrace, to 
have the streets blocked with piles of bricks, 
building iron, or torn up by gas companies or 
other coacerns wishing to put in pipes or con-

Mr. Aldrich received Mr. Revell in good 

irit and expressed himself as gratified that 
ee World’s Pale directory was thinking of 

the mattersome attention. It was, Mr. 
Revell thought, a good ideato have it under- 
stood that street obstructions would not be 
tolerated ufter the Exposition was open. Mr. 
Revell also made some suggestions regarding 
obstructions abovt builcings in the course of 
One was that when cellars are 
being excavated for a new structure the side- 
walks should be elevated so that the wagon 
hauling off the dirt could pass under and not 
interfere with pedestrians. He also suggested 
that the owner of buildings be reqvired to 
place their mortar-beds aud material inside 
of the structures as soon as the first story is 
up instead of in the streets. As soon as the 
first story is up he thought a protection such 
as a heavy wooden awning should be erected. 
This has been done in some instances. 

No Permits After May Il. 

Commissioner Aldrich replied to Mr. Revell 
that his suggestions were in the line of the in- 
tentions of the department and the adminis- 
tration. 

**Mayor Washburne announced some time 
ago,’”’ continued Mr. Aldrich, “‘that no build- 
ing permits would be issued for the business 
district of the city after May 1, and I have 
caused it to be known among the contractors 
and the corpora‘ions,and I think itis generally 
understood that no permits will be issued 
during the Fair to tear up the streets. This is 
the reason why so much of it is being done 
now and why building operations are being 
pushed. The Fair requires an increase in the 
capacity of many plants. For instance, the 
telegraph companies and the telephone com- 
pany are forcod to put in more wires. 

“‘ Another reason for the bad condition of 
our streets is a scarcity of funds and men for 
‘the work in this departmeut. Now when we 
get all our men together it seems as if we had 
a small army, but it is only when: we attempt 
to cover the great territory of this growing 
city that we realize our inability to do all that 
is expected. Another trovble is that the 1m- 
provements of the city have not been made 


with a view of perynanency. The city is con-

stantly outgrowing its improvements. 

**Tt is the purpose to get as much done this 
winter, as possible and have it understood that 
the tearing up of streets will not be tolerated 
and that no permits will be issued. Of course 
this administration cannot bind its successor, 
but a great dea) can be done in assisting in 
carrying out this policy.’’ 

Regarding obstructions around buildings 
the Conrmissioner stated that the same rule 
could not be followed in every case. The 
ordinance allows the contractor to occupy 
one-third of the street, he said, but requires 
that a four-foot passage way be maintained 
fora sidewalk. He stated that in the case of 
the Schilier Theater an awning was erected, 
but the adjoining stores complained so because 
it obstructed the light that it had to be re- 
mov

ILLINOIS CROP REPORT FOR NOVEMBER. 


Favorable . Weather Has Given Corn a 
Chance to Ripen—Much Lightand Chaffy. 
Wasurinaton, D. C., Nov. 22.—[Special.]— 

According to the report for November from 

the Department of Agriculture the State Agent 


of illinois says: 

No killing frosts occurred previous to Oct. 20, 
giving corn an opportunity to mature we!l with- 
out injury in that line. Cribbing is now going on 
and it is found that much of the late ohented 
matured too rapidly, and is light and chaffy, re 
ducing somewhat the estimate of the yield per 
acre. Potato crop is very light. There was more 
than an average hay crop, which was saved in 
fair condition, but its rank growth detracted 
somewhat from the quality. The apple crop 
varies from 5 to 2 per cent of an average crop, 
accurding to the section of the State. 

Condition of corn by counties in Illinois is 
reported to be as follows: 

Lee—Ripened up finely owing to the extremely 
favorable weattier of the fall. 

; Macoupin—Well ripened; but little injured by 
rost. 

Massac—Well matured and of fine quality. 

Sangamon—Very uneven as to yie ield and qual- 
ity. 
Warren—Very chaffy, and the yield is less than 
was promised at last report. 

Stark—Not enough gatnered as yet to furnish a 
definite idea as tothe average yield. Quality is 
— poor, the grain light and loose on the cob. 

1elbv—One-half merchantable, the other half 
only fit for stock. 

McLean—The ravages of the white grub be- 
come more apparent as husking progresses; prox- 
imity to woods seems favorable to the develop- 
ment of this pest, most damage being near the 
groves of timber. The crop is the poorest ever 
grown in this section, 

Iroquois—Ripened very unevenly. Husking is 
not sufficiently advanced to justify a reliable esti- 
mate as to yield. 

Macon—tThe yield is estimated at from nothing 
to sixty bushels to the acre. 

ogee Ay oma well matured and but little 
damaged by frost. 

Greane—Gaality below the average by reason of 
late planting. Much is loose on the cob, light, 
and chaffy. 

Madison—An excellent crop where there was 


rain in July, but where this was not the case it is — 


almost a failure. 

Adams-—-Quality a full average, the weather 
having been exceedingly favorabie. 

Edgar—The product falls far below previous ex- 
pectations, but it is of fair quality. 

Henderson— Ears not well filled out. 

Marshall—Husking proves the yield to be very 
disappointing, fields that promised to make from 
thirty-five to forty bushels making from twenty- 
five to thirty-five only, and many acres will not 
give one bushel, 

Woodford—Yield extremely difficult to estimate 
owing to the great variation in figures given. 

Coles—Dried up too rapidly from the dry 
weather of August and September and is loose on 
the cob and chaffy. 

Franklin—Much lighter than was anticipated. 
one the quality is fair with very little dam- 
age 

Jasper—Not so heavy in weight as last year, but 
all sound. 

Kankakee—Of very good quality. Many fields 
were drowned out by excessive rains in spring. 
Some pieces will yield from forty to seventy-five 
bushels per acre. 

Lake—The crop varies greatly_in different local- 
ities and is extremely difhicuit to estimate. 

La Salle—Just being harvested, and the yield 
will ran from eer gggy 8 eighty bushels per acre. 
The ears are short ‘here the tile worked well 
the yield will be forty bushels; that on sod will 
be from sixty to eighty. This, ‘however, is far 
above the average. 

Mason—Late planted has benefited by the ab- 
sence of frost, but is light and chaify. 

Reports from Iowa indicate that much of 
the corn is soft and chaffy. Estimates of the 
yield vary from twenty-five to sixty bushels

ORDERED TO ACQUIT. 


VERDIOT OF “NOT GUILTY” IN IN- 
TERSTATE OOMMEROE OASES, 


Witnesses Refuse to Testify on the Ground 
That They Might Incriminate Them- 
selves, So Judge Bunn Instructs . the 
Jury te Acquit the Defendants—Com- 
mittee to Draft a Plan for an Organiza- 
tion to Succeed the Trans-Missouri 
Freight Association Holds a Meeting. 


Another Inter-State Commerce farce was 
enacted before Judge Bunn and a jury in the 
United States District Court yesterday. The 
case tried was that of Thomas Miller, General 
Freight Agent of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy, who was charged with discrimination 
in the matter of rates. After several witnesses 
had been callea, each of whom declined to 
answer questions which would have served to 
establish the allegations of the prosecution, 
on the ground that it might tend tu iacrimi- 
nate him, and bad been excused, Judge Buna 
said the government bad failed to establish a 
case and directed the jury to bring in a verdict 
of not guilty. 

United States’ District Attorney Milchrist 
and Attorney Safford of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission represented the govern- 

ment, while for the defense there was an im- 
posing array of legal talent, including W. J. 
Tynes, J. W. Blythe, General-Solicitor for the 
Burlington, Chester A. Dawes, and others. 

After a jury nad been impaneled the defend- 
ant, through Mr. Hynes, to save time, con- 
ceded several points which the prosecution 
would have to prove, for example , that he was 
General Freight Agent of the road and was 
at the time named in the indictment and that 
the Burlington was under the provisions of the 
Inter-State Commerce law. 

Declined to Answer. 

Thomas A. Wright of Wright & Haughey, 
the first witness, said he was a grain and com- 
mission merchant and had been engaged in 
shipping corn from Nebraska points during 
the summer of 1890. Waybills showing ship- 
ments to his firm were handed hii, but he 
could not identify them. 

*Do you know of any shipments of corn 
from Nebraska during the summer of 1890 for 
which a rate less than the published tariff rate 
was made?’’ asked Mr. Milchrist. 

Mr. Hynes objected to the question being 
answered until the court should inform the 
witness as to bis rights in the answering of 
questions. The court informed Mr. Wright 
that ke need not incriminate himself in the 
testimony. Then Mm Milchrist repeated the 
question. 

‘*T decline te answer,” said Mr. Wright. 

“On what grounds?” inquired the District-

Mr. Hynes objected on the ground that 
there was such a thing as. guilty knowledge, 
without participation, and the court sustained 
the obje@tion.

Charles T. Haughey, partner of Mr. Wright, 
identified the waybills as being for ship- 
ments made to his firm.

‘* Did you ever receive any rebate or in any 
way a return from the railroad company that 
made the cost less than is shown in these ex- 
pense bills?’

Judge Bunn directed a verdict of acquittal 
because the government had failed to make a 
case. Mr. Milchrist then announced that it 
would be uselessto attempt to prove guilt in 
other of the cases before the court. He there- 
fore moved to dismiss in the cases of George 
F. Swift and his two brothers, John Firmi- 
nich, John Egan, President of the Chicago, 
St. Paul and Kansas City, and John M. John- 
son, General Freight Agent of the Rock Is- 
land. The case against George B. Spriggs 
was continued, 

When the case had ended Mr. Safford, who 
had come to Chicago to aid in the prosecution, 
made the following statement: 

**We tried earnestly and honestly to secure 
conviction in these cases. That the law has 
been violated gues without saying, for the wit- 
nesses interposed the fact of criminality to 
avail themselves of their conetitutional priv- 
We had no evidence except such aa 


ileges.

Later in the day Judge Blodgett vacated 
the judgment in contempt. decreed ageinst 
Mr. Peasley during the Counselman inquiry 
before the Federal grand jury, pursuant to the 
reversal of a similar judgment i in the case of 
Mr. Counselman by the Supreme Court.

RAILWAY MILEAGE OF THE WORLD. 


That of the United States Exceeds the Total 
for the Old World. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 22.—The census 
office today issued a bulletin giving statistics 
of railway mileage of the world in 1890. It 
shows that out of arailway miteage for the 
world of 370,281 miles the United States 
has no less than 163,597 miles, or 41.18 per 
cent of the whole, and that the railway mile- 
age of the United States exceeds by 3,493 
miles the entire mileage of the Old Worid, 
Europe’s 136,865 miles, Asia’s 18,798 miles, 
and Africa’s 3,992 miles making an aggregate 
of but 159,655 miles. It is interesting to note 
the astonishing growth of the railway mileage 
of the United States from the census year of 
1830, when there were less than forty miles of 
railway, up to 1890. in 1840 the figures were 
2,755 miles. in 1850 they had risen to &,571 
miles, in 1860 the total had swelled to 28,919 
miles, the census of 1870 showed the mileage 
to be 49,186 miles, that of 1880 placed the fig- 
ures at 87,724 miles, while the eleventh census 
figures give the total of 163,597 miles. The

L. PF. MENAGE .TELLS OF A NEW 
‘SUBURB OVER IN INDIANA. 


Tract of 3,000 Acres Owned by the Town 
Site Company—Five Factories Said to 
Be Secured for the Prospective City 
Already — Manager Rebinson Talks 
Abo::t That Much-Discussed Piece of 
Property Between the Illinois Central 
Tracks and the Lake—Hotel Arrivals. 


L. F, Menage of Minneapolis, the suburb 
builder, is at the Great Northern. He said: 
“Chicago, Ind., is the suburb I am now 
working on. It lies six miles south of the 
city limits, just across the Indiana line and 
three miles south of the limits of Hammond. 
We have 3,000 acres, and ihe managers are 
known as the Chicago asaociates. It is crossed 
by the Grand Trunk, Pan.Handle, and Monon 
roads. We began ‘today the building of a 
railroad across the tract, to be known as the 
Chicago, Lake Michigan and Southern. It 
will run from the Cnicago and Atlaptic road 
south and connect with the outer belt line and 
the Michigan Central road. We will ultimate- 
ly extend it to Lake Michigan and cross other 
lines. The town is platted and the streets 
graded, We have already secured five fac- 
tories. The erection of the buildings begins 
this week. We will put up at once 125 resi- 
dences, ‘They will cost from $1,000 to $2,000 
each, so as to make nice houses for the labor- 
ers and mechanics. We will have those build- 
ings completed and at least five factories work- 
ing within ninety days. There are no houses 
there now. )

There was little encouraging news relating to 
wheat. The near approach of Thanksgiving was 
one reason for the lighter speculation, the fine 
weather led tothe maximum thrashing returns 
from the Northwest, the movement from first 
hands in the spring wheat district was lafge, and 
foreign advices were rather depressing. It was 
natural, therefore, that narrow rharkets should 
rule. Receipts here were under the estimate, and 
the market opened a little firmer at 79c for May

in svite of the large receipts were firmer, and cou- 
siderable buying was done in this market by 
houses with Northwestern connections.

Increasing Shortage of Cotton Crop. 
New Orieans, La., Nov. 22.—H. M,; Neill, the 
cotton expert, in his circular, after giving the 
figures detailed in that of Nov..2, says: Outside 
of Texas the crop would now be a full estimate 
in the product an acre at 190 pounds, less 20 per 
cent, equal to 171 pounds an acre, which on 14,- 
160,000 acres outside of Texas would give 4,600,900 
bales. Reports from Texas are that there also 
the last freeze has done ereat injury, and for that 
State we cannot now give an estimate of more 
than 1,900,000. This gives a total of 6,500,000 bales 
for this year’s growth—equal to 171 pounds an 
acre for the whole country. During the last two 
weeks we have received no result and complete 
reports from almost the entire cotton area, and 
the unanimous opinion is that the shortage is so 
much as to amount to a real calamity.
